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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

STRUGGLE WITH III PORT UNTIL Tl*KSI>AY 
A. M. TnK TOTAL $737,312.50 

The Mayor and nldermon convened at 
City Hall, Monday evening. 

An order appointing Albert F. Noyes, 
city engineer o( Newton, Cliarlos A. 
Allon civil engineer, Worceatei, and Geo. 
S. Hice. oivil engineer, Newton, a com- 
mission to investigate and report on the 
questions of grade crossings was passed. 

PETITIONS. 

A claim for damages from Wm O’Brien 
for injuries roceived by falling into a 
aewer Oot. 10, was roforred. 

A petition was received from J. S. Wil- 
liams and thirteen other drivers in the 
fire department requesting the city coun- 
cil to reconsider their previous action 
regarding the increase of drivers salaries. 
They thought they should reoeive the 
same pay as police officers, as paid in 
Brookline and other cities. Referred. 

A claim for damages to his horse by the 
sewer caving in from H. E. Deal, was re- 
ferred. 

A petition from A. C. Walworth for 
permission to cross Centro street with 
wire for telephone was referred to the 
superintendent of wires. 

A petition for two street lights on 
Dickerman road was referied. 

Mary F. Rollins was granted license to 
conduct an intelligence office on Clintou 
street, Ward Two. 

A petition from E. J. Hartshorn for 
sewor in Gay street was referred. 

George C. Lee gave notico of intention 
to build a stable 80x42 feet on Essex road 
and W. M. Tenny a stable 30x34 feet on 
Beacon street, both being referred. 

ORDERS, 

Orders laying out sowers and taking 
laud therefor in Morgan place and Cali- 
fornia street wore presented, also an 
order grauting petitions for street lights 
on Ilunnewell avenue, Hancock, Cross 
streets. Lake Terrace, Austin, Farlow, 
Franklin, Bellevue and Valentine streets. 

An order requesting the committee on 
ordinces to consider and report an ordi- 
nance regulating hawking and peddling 
was passed. 

The sum of $303 was appropriated for 
laying 100 feet of water pipe in Berkeley 
street and 145 feet in Edinboro street. 

Alderman Ilyde reported, granting 
licenses to L. A. Vachon for shooting 
gallery and two pool tables at Newton 
Centre and to W. F. Woodman as auc- 
tioneer. 

traverse jurors. 

Warren B. Whittier and George C. 
Hargeson were drawn as traverse jurors. 

1893 APPROPRIATIONS. 

The appropriation budget was report- 
ed back from the lower branch at this 
time aud Alderman Coffin moved that the 
board go into a committee of the whole 
for its consideration. 

The report showed the items in ques 
tion as follows: — almshouse expenses and 
repairs, alderman, $5,000, council, non- 
concurred, $4,700; assessors department 
clerical assistance, alderman $3,000, 
couucil concurred; fire alarm stations, 
new, aldermen, $1,000, council non-con- 
curred, $500; highways, widening, recon- 
struction and improvements, alderman 
strike out, council nou-concurred, $18,- 
150; interest on sower bonds $25,000 re- 
duced by council to $0400; parks and 
squares, aldermen $3,000, council non- 
concur! ed, $2,500, trees, $500; stable for 
highway department $S500, aldermen, 
strikeout, couucil concurred; registra 
tion of votes, aldermen $1,000, council 
concurred; salary city solicitor, alderman 
$1,500, couucil concurred; sinking fund 
on sewer bond®, $10,000 reduced by 
council to $4,000. Leaving a total ap- 
propriation ot $732,950. 

President Harbach took the chair and 
the fust item taken up was the salary of 
the clerk of assessors. 

Alderman Harbach said that with the 
additional work which this department 
thought of assuming the clerk felt the 
care woith all of $200 per year additional 
aud did not feel like assuming the addi- 
tional responsibilities without compensa- 
tion. 

Alderman Ilyde thought the increase 
should he allowed, and moved that the 
figures stand at $1,100 as recommended 
by the finance committee, the motion 
prevailing. 

The council had adhered to their form- 
er action, appropriating $4700 for alms- 
house and repairs, and Aldetman Wilson 
moved t<» concur. 

The items for Parks $2500, and trees 
$500 had been separated by the lowei 
branch and after a short discussion the 
a dermen concurred. 

THE ALDERMEN ADHERE. 

The highway appropriation for widen- 
ing, recot struction and improvements 
had been strickcu ou: by the aldeimen 
at their last rneelins?, but the council 
adhered to its former action upppropria- 
ting $18,150. After a brief discussion 
Alderman Ilyde moved to adhere to the 
board’s previous action. 

AN IMPORTANT MATTER. 

The item of interest on sewer bonds, 
$25,000, had been cut down by three 
fourths to $0400 by the council. 

Alderman Wilson of the liuauce com- 
mittee thought it was passed at first 
under a misapprehension as well as the 
item of $10000 for sinking fuud on sewer 
bonds. The figures were not made up 
by the liuauce committee, but by the city 
(reasurei aud the treasurer of the sink- 
ing fuud. It now seems only one-fourth 
is obliged to be appropriated and he 
thought it best to concur with the couu- 
cil in cutting it down. If $0400 prove j 
insufficient the city could borrow on a 
temporary loan. 

The matter was discussed at length. 

in view of these facts. I move that the 
appropriation be cut $31200. aud stand at 
$(>,400 for interest and $4000 for sinking 
luud on sewer bonds. 

The question was finally called aud { 
Alderman Collin moved to concur with { 
the couucil. 

The sinking fund item reduced from , 
$10000 to $4000 was also passed in con- 
currence, a clause being inserted ou I 
motion of the mayor, that the sum be | 
paid by the assessments on sewers. 

The couucil had iiou-concurred iu the 
matter of fire alarm boxes thus reducing | 
the figures from $1000 to $500. 

Aldei man Hyde thought the board 
should udln re to its former action. 

J he question discussed iu the lower 
branch was found to be iu fayor of 
cheaper boxes. 

Alderman Hyde said the city solicitor 
bad advised the city not to change boxes, 
aud lie did not think it right to run the 
next city government into a possible law 
suit. 

Alderman Sheppard was iu favor of in- 
creasing the pay of the drivers in the lire 
department, aud thought $500 might be 
transferred from the boxes aud used to 
bettei advantage iu this way. 

Aldei man Ilyde scouted the idea of 
swapping oil good lire alarm boxes 2 
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raise the pay of firemen. The board ad- 
hered to its former action. 

Alderman Churchill, referring to the 
street light appropriation, advised leav- 
ing out the $700 consideration for in- 
spection of light®, allowing its use in the 
general appropriation, lie believed the 
work was competently done liy the city 
marshal. His motion prevailed. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT DRIVERS. 

Alderman Sprague moved that the pay I 
of the fire department drivers he in- 
creased as recommended to the finance 
committee. Some discussion was 
brought out but when nut to vote it was 
lost, Alderman Harbach, Coffin, Church- 
ill and Wilson voting nay. 

On Alderman Coffin’s motion tho com- 
mittee of the whole arose, the mayor 
resuming the chair. 

The report of the committee showed 
these changes: assessors department, 
salary clerk of board, $1100; fire alarm 
stations, council, $500; aldormen non- 
concurrcd, $1000; highways widening, 
etc., council, $18,150; aldormen non-oou- 
curred, strike out Leaving a total of 
$715,400. 

LICENSE GRANTED. 

Regular session being resumed, Aider- 
man Hyde reported granting D. II. 
Callahan', Lower Falls, to parade streets 
with fife and drum corps; granting W. 
R. Jones wagon license and E. C. Harris 
liconse for billiard and two pool tables. 

A recess was taken and the mayor and 
aldermen enjoyed a luneh. 

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 

Upon reassembling, the common coun- 
cil asked for a committee of conference 
on the appropriation for wideniug re- 
construction and improvement of high- 
wavs. 

Alderman Hyde moved that a commit- 
tee of three confer with the oommitteo 
from the lower branoh, and the mayor 
named Aldermen Coffin, Sheppard and 
Hyde. 

A recess was taken and upon reas- 
sembling, Alderman Coffin for the joint 
special committee of conference re- 
ported, recommending that $18,150 as 
voted by the council bo adopted. In 
considering the matter, a tax rate of $14 
on $1000 upon $40,000,000, the estimated 
valuation t his year is $500,000, and with 
$177,000, the estimated receipts, allows 
$73/, 000 for appropriations, which figure 
exceeded the present amount of the 
budget. 

Alderman Hyde said it was the sense 
of the committee that the original 
figures $21,350 be appropriated, and he 
made a motion to that effect. He wanted 
it all included or all thrown out. Aider- 
man Hyde afterward moved to non-con- 
cur and amend to $21,350. 

HIGHWAY STABLE. 

Alderman Coffin presented an order 
oppropriating $8500 for a stable on 
Auburudale avenue for tho highway de- 
partment, aud authorizing the city 
treasurer to borrow $8500, payable semi- 
annually with interest at 4 per cent, 
maturing in 10 years aud establishing a 
sinking fund. The order passed. 

The budget came up from the council, 
the latter concurring in every item but 
the appropriation of $1500 for Hull 
street. 

Aldermau Coffin hoped the board 
would refuse to concur. The land for 
widening the street 40 feet had been 
deeded by quit claim with the expecta- 
tion that the city would accept it. Tho 
amount appropriated would only start 
the work. 

The board refused to concur and on its 
return from the lower branch, the latter 
concurred with the board. 

Through in error it was found Aider- 
man ChurchilTs order, relative to the 
$700 for inspection of stroot lights, had 
tailed to come before the council, and 
after some discussion the board con- 
curred with the council leaving it as 
originally appropriated. 

The board then adjourned at 12.30 
o’clock. 

Common Council. 

The lower branch met Monday evening 
with President Roffe iu the chair and 
Messrs. Luut aud Downs absent. 

Hearings were given ou the discontin- 
uance of a portion of Beacon street, aud 
lading out Lenox street and Maple 
avenue. No remonstrants appearing the 
bearings were closed. 

Papeis from the Aldermen were passed 
in concurrence until the appropriation of 
$7825 for the purchase of additional laud 
for the High school came up. When 
Councilman F nknall with the consent of 
the couucil, rellgated it to the table for 
further action. 

TIIE APPROPRIATIONS. 

Councilman Forknall moved to go iuto 
a committee of the whole. 

Councilman Forknall took the chair 
and the budget as sent down from the 
Aldermen was submitted. The items 
stood, almshouse, council $4700, alier- 
meu, $5000; assessors, clerical assistance, 
council $2500, aldornieu, $3000; fire alarm 
statious, council $500, aldermen $1000; 
widening, reconstruction etc., highway 
department council, $18,150, aldermen, 
struck out; parks aud squares, trees, 
couucil $2500 aud $500 respectively, aider- 
men. $1000 to $1000; salary city solicitor, 
aldermen $1250 to $1500. 

AT WORK. 

The almshouse appropriation was first 
considered. 

President Roffe had no objection to im- 
proving the almshouse by painting but 
thought the money could be reserved for 
something else this year. 

Councilman Staples and McGee thought 
it could wait, although the painting was 
needed. 

The couucil adhered to its former 
action, $4700. 

The appropriation for clerical assistance 
in the assessors department, Councilman 
Knapp said he had objected to, butithad 
been explained to his satisfaction, aud he 
called upon Mr. O’. A. Miner to present 
the facts to the couucil. 

Mr. Miuer gave in detail the additional 
work now being doue, and contemplated 
for that department as given before the 
aldermen last week. 

At his conclusion Councilman Knapp’s 
motion to concur with the aldermen pro- 
vailed. 

CHEAPER BOXES. 

The appropriation for new fire alarms 
started a brisk discussion. 

Councilman Bennett believed $1000 was 
needed to ensure efficient service. 

Councilman Rotfe said we were now 
paying a iixed price for the Gameweil 
boxes. If he had not been misinformed 
the compauy could make the box for less 
thuu half tho present selling price and he 
thought the city should bo able to pro- 
cure these boxes at a greatly reduced 
nice, and at a fair profit to the compauy. 
le did not object to more boxes but 
thought it for the city’s iuterest to pro- 
cure a cheaper box if we can be assured 
of satisfactory results aud a proper 
guarantee aud bond. 

Councilman Moultou thought if a cer- 
tain pi ice w as appropriated there was no 
compulsion to buy a certain box or pay a 
oertaiu price. 

Couucilmau Bothfeld said the com 
mittee might not use all the appropria- 
tion hut with the precedent established 


and plenty of money theyjwould he moro 
liable to use it. If they were a little 
pressed for funds, they Would doubtless 
drive a better bargain. He then asked 
the chairman <»f the fire committee and 
the oliii f for their views regarding a 
change in boxes, 

Alderman Sprague said the Gameweil 
boxes were guaranteed and they were 
responsible for the whole system. If 
cheaper boxes were used the Gameweil 
would have nil excuse to say thoy were 
not responsible for failures. Some say 
tho Municipal works satisfactorily, but 
as for the truth ho could not state. The 
Gameweil claim tho Municipal box is an 
infringement and tho Municipal folks 
claim the samo about tho Gameweil, and 
there was a chance for some trouble to 
the city. The oommitteo had considered 
none but the Gameweil. 

Councilman Staples asked if the Muni- 
cipal guaranteed their boxes to work on 
tho Gameweil system. 

Alderman Sprague understood thoy 
would guarantee that but would give no 
surteics. 

Chief Bixby in answer to a question 
said in an experiment on tho Gainowell 
system with another box, ho should wish 
to bo reiioved from any responsibility if 
it failed to work. It might throw the 
circuit out of order or tho repeator itsolf. 
lie knew nothing against the Municipal 
box, The repeater since 1873 has been 
doing two or three times the work for 
which it wns intended. It was working 
all right now. If an experiment should 
not prove successful it might be rather 
costly. 

Alderman Sprague said tho city solic- 
itor advised tho city to stick to tho Game- 
well system on account of the infringe- 
ment suits. 

Councilman Forkuall did not believe in 
mixing up two systems. 

Councilman Staples was of tho opinion 
if tho Municipal box was not a good one, 
the Gameweil folks would not be afraid 
of it. lie then moved to non-concur, the 
couucil so voting. 

The increase of the salary of tho oity 
solicitor and the appropriation for regis- 
tration was concurred in by the council 
without discussion. 

The widening, reconstruction and im- 
provement of streets was next taken up, 
tho aldermen having squelched it iu their 
chamber. Councilman Green wished to 
take it up iu detail. • 

Couucil man Forknall thought Chapel 
street was imperative aud Councilman 
Knapp said the same of Melrose street. 

Councilman McGee said the appropri- 
ations must be cut down aud believed in 
concurring with tho aldermou. 

Councilman Forknall wanted each item 
taken up. 

Councilman Moulton thought such a 
course would bring out advocates for 
each item. It was foolish to suppose the 
city of Newton would lot its streets go 
and not take care of them. 

Couucilmau Degen believed the best, 
courso was to accept or reject it as a 
whole. 

Councilman Knapp thon moved and it 
was voted to uon-concur with tho board. 

After some discussion over tho parks 
and squares and the benefit of a special 
appropriation for trees, tho council re- 
fused to concur with the aldormen. 

The disposition of the $S500 highway 
stable by the board to bo paid for by 
uote was concurred in. 

The street light appropriation was 
passed in' concurrence after an explana- 
tion by Councilman Bothfeld of what the 
company would agree to do under the re- 
duced appropriation. 

AN IMPORTANT MATTER. 

Councilman Bothfeld with his usual 
insight had been studying up the ap- 
propriation matter and proposed taking 
up the two items, interest on sewer bonds 
$25,000 and siuking tun 1 on water bonds 
$10,000 and reducing each item three 
fourths. 

The items, iuterest on sower bonds 
$25,000, aud sinking fund on sewer bonds 
$10,000 are the entire charges on these 
bonds for one year. This covers an issue 
of about $000,000 bonds aud notes. 

Under this proposed levy, tho abutters 
on streets through which sewers are laid, 
after paying 75 per cent of the cost of 
construction by a direct tax on their land 
would be taxed to pay 100 per cent ad- 
ditional during the term for which the 
bonds run. It is proper that the city’s 
25 per cent of the cost should be levied in 
this way, but it is not right that the 
people should be taxed a second time for 
that which has once been paid. 

There is another matter in this connec- 
tion that deserves attention. The average 
cost of construction, according to ordi- 
nance, is $2 68 1-2 per linear foot. Tho 
city pays 1-4 of this, leaving $2.02 to bo 
lHsessed on abutting real estate, or $1.01 
per each front foot. 

Taking a lot 100 feet square, for an 
example, and the assessment should be. 
according to these figures, $101.; but at 
50 ceuts per front foot aud 0 mills per sq. 
foot, we find the same piece of laud as- 
sessed at $110., or au excess above what 
the ordinance states as the average cost, 
of nearly 1* per cent. 

So it appears clear that real estate is 
assessed beyond the actual cost as deter- 
mined by the work thus far done. 

Alderman Harbach of the sower com- 
mittee was called and asked for some in- 
formation on the matter. Hu understood 
that $450, 000 worth of bonds had been 
issued and the interest ou these next 
year amounting to $18,000 must bo met. 
lie knew no way to raise it only by tax 
levy. The sinking fund according to law 
must be met. 

The discussion was quite general aud 
Councilman Bothfeld finally renewed 
his motion. 

President Roffe did not want it to go 
through iu that way. We must have a 
sinking fund aud there must be some 
way provided to meet it. 

Councilman Knapp understood no esti- 
mates of the receipts from sewer assess- 
ments iiad been made and wished to offer 
a substitute order to let the figures Btaud 
aud add the estimated receipts from the 
sewers to the present estimated receipts. 

Aldermau Wilson of the finance com- 
mittee replying to questions, said there 
was betweeu 50 and 00 per cent now in- 
cluded iu the tax levy, the limit beiug 00 
2-3 per cent. This included tho Metropoli- 
tan assessments aud the cost of truuk 
lines uud pumping. Tho actual sewer 
levy was about 30 per ceut. 

Mi. Miuer said three fourths of the as- 
sessments for this year, or $225,000. was 
all that had peeu levied up to May 1st, 
aud was all that could he couuted ou iu 
making up estimates of receipts from 
this source. 

Some points were looked up in the 
statutes aud after a fiuul discussion 
Councilman Bolhfuld’s motion prevailed 
aud the order was passed. 

After a recess the council resumed its 
work ou the budget as returned from tho 
aldermen. 

The first item, the salary of the clerk 
of the assessors was concurred in, also 
that relatiug to fire alarm boxes without 
discussiou. 

GRACIOUS COUNCJLME.N. 

The appropriation for wideniug etc. of 
higliwuys was next taken up and Council- 
man Staples moved to adhere to previous 
action. 


Councilmnn Bothfeld said somo of tho 
items might bo omitted and ttio council 
meet tho board half way. 

Councilman Knapp said tho items had 
been gone over carefully and as the tax 
levy since the cut in the interest and 
sinking fund ou sower bonds will allow 
this aupropriation, he opposed cutting it 
down. 

Councilman Degen was opposed to con- 
cur! ent action. 

Councilman Forknall moved that a 
committee of conference ho appointed by 
the chair, and this motion prevailing, 
l’residout Ruffe appointed Councilman 
Staples, Forkuall and Knapp a committee 
to confer with a like committee from tho 
hoard on the above appropriation. 

During the ahsonce of the committee, 
Councilman Bennett spoke in favor of 
grauting the driver* in the tiro depart- 
ment an increased salary. The increaso 
asked was only $635,50. 

Councilman Forknall said the engineers 
whose pay was reduced in 1876 with the 
drivors had recently been raised again, 
and he thought it only justice that the 
drivers pay should bo raised. 

Councilman Dogon, McQre, Green and 
Knapp woro in favor of the increase and 
an ordor was passed to that effoot. 

The conference committee reportod 
favoring the appropriation for widening, 
reconstruction aud improvement of high- 
ways. 

A communication from Wm. F. Bacon 
entering complaint about the surface 
water draining into the brook near Hyde 
aveuueand claiming it to be a nuisance, 
was referred. 

Tho budget came from the board for 
tho third time »nd the couucil after some 
discussion concurred with the aldermen, 
and adjourned.

rut). IV. 12. 1 know both how to ho almond and 

how to abound. 

The ^i-oat problem of our livos in, to 
tlisoovor in what rotations we outfltt to 
stand towards their circumstances and 
incidents. Upon the right solution of 
that, tho right solution of all other 
questions will at onco follow; and ns we 
answer this, so will bo the spirit that 
animates us. Say that those circum- 
stances and evonts are designed only to 
bailie us, and at the thought of their 
omnipotence and our poworiesBiiess, 
hope will forsake us and despair take 
full possession. Think of them as desti- 
tute of any background of purpose 
eithor good „or ovil, and our livos will 
thon become the mere creations of 
chance forcos, and their outcome good 
or ovil, as those forces in their blindness 
may determine. 

Kogard them as filled with the thought 
of an infinite goodness, and however 
terrible they appear, and however much 
they may threaten the destruction of our 
doarest hopes, wo shall still keep good 
hearts and fight our battle with uufiiling 
courage. “Whatever this day or that 
briug us,” wo shall say, “tho outcome of 
all tho days must bo for tho best.” 
h.i But oven when the theory iB at heart the 
same, tho way in which it is stated and 
appliod, or tho way in which different 
natures try to work it out, may bo dis- 
similar. Tho spirit in which tho general 
faith of tho hoart is regarded, may cause 
that faith to assume various aspects, 
lloro is a man, who boliovos that tho out- 
come of all circumstauces must be good, 
but ho feels thoir bondage s.> much that 
ho is all tho time trying to change them. 
Whatever fiual mission, ho may think 
they have, ho somehow thinks th.it life 
is not what it ought to bo, and cannot be 
what it might be, until thoy aro other 
than thoy are. Between him and his 
highest and noblest aims they soom to 
stand, as mountains between tho weary 
traveller and his homo. To such a ono, 
it seems as if life should be a perpetual 
endeavor to uproot every obstacle that 
stands in tho way of the immediate at- 
tainment of all his hopes. Ho imagines 
that “tho crooked places must all bo 
made straight,” beforo tho Messiah, 
bringing peace and gladness, can appear. 
Until that is accomplished ho can see no 
hope for tho improvement of humanity, 
or for tho cultivation of his inner lifo. 
Ilis notion of lifo is to get all hindrances, 
and all impediments out of tho way, and 
whilo thoy remain he, regards it, as 
essentially a failure. 

From tho man who views the circum- 
stances of existence in this temper, wo 
turn to him who views them in just tho 
opposito spirit. Because ho bolioves that 
everything moans good, ho preaches a 
gospel of absolute resignation. Instead 
of seeing in even tho most untoward 
circumstances, things which ought to bo 
removed, ho accepts them as ordained 
necessities which must uot be interfered 
with. Bo content with things as they 
are. If you aro poor, bo willing to re- 
main so. Make no endeavor to change 
conditions. To those who preach such a 
gospel, tho earnest endeavor of men to 
rise, and of communities and churches 
to adjust themselves to now surroundings, 
and order life in tho light of now experi- 
ences seems only a peevish discontent. 

Then there is another temper, different 
in character from either of those which 
I have been describing. It does not be- 
lieve that anything is mightier than the 
purpose it has formed. It has such im- 
plicit faith in itself, that all circum- 
stances muBt bo subject to its purpose. 
It is this spirit which prompts Ciu*ar to 
say to the frightened pilot in the storm, 
“you carry Caisar and his fortunes.” It 
shows itself in tho saying of Napoleon 
that “impossible” is the adjective of 
fools.” Such a temper always character- 
izes those who have controlled eveuts, 
and fashioned the course of thiugs ac- 
cording to tho spirit that was in them. 

Now in all those ways of regarding 
man's relations to his circumstances I 
think wo find something that appeals to 
some part of our nature. And this is to 
be expected, when we consider that thoy 
all proceed from tho experiences of those 
whoso lives have often been consecrated 
to tho service of humanity. None of 
them are the imaginations of dreamers, 
all of them contain at least glimpses of 
truth which God always gives to earnest 
hearts. Much of tho trouble of tho 
world does come from imperfect condi- 
tions and institutions. Bad laws may 
and do, prevent tho natural sense of 
light, and tho wrong administration of 
them must often contuse and weaken the 
sense of justice. Good food, and pure 
air, and wise nurture, at homo and in tho 
school, has much to do with tho forma- 
tion of character. Many a man would 
bo temperate if the grog-shop on every 
corner did not solicit him. Many lives 
would bo happier if they could be re- 
leased from uncougeuial companionships 
or from the social or financial pressure 
that now grinds them to tho earth, and 
sometimes crushes all tho man or woman 
out of them. And wo can see, too, how 
the people who act in the light of this 
spirit have accomplished, much for 
which i lie world owes them homage. 
Too much honor cannot bo paid to tho 
men and women, who have striven with 
all the might that was in them for the 
improvement of law, for the protection 
of man against appetites that drag him 
down, for tho creation of that social 
sentiment which would grant to every 
man the fullest possible opportunity for 
the exercise und development of all his 
possibilities, for the helping hand that 
leaches down to the degraded and fallen, 
and makes the path to life aud light 
easier, for tho footsore prodigal to lead 
again. All honor to thoso who make 
their strength a means of helpfulness. 

Aud thoso who speak of resignation, 
they too, have a true word. For tlioro 
are times when the obstacles are immov- 
able, when conllict with them is only 
a useless waste of force. At such times 
it is well to sit down and patiently 
wait. “Things aro as they are,” lot us 
resign ourselves to their guidance. And 
if those who would remove all hindrances 
out of the way, have done much to 
muko the world butter, these have also 
done much for the nurture of beautiful 
soulh. If the former have made better 
conditions, the latter have often helped 
to mako sweeter natures. 

There can be no qualification to our 
admiration of those w ho have been able 
to overcome circumstances. These are 
the w orld’s heroes, who have created the 
world in the image of their owu heroic 
spirit, men who have moulded circum- 
stances to their will. We are glad th.it 
they have been able to do so, for in their 
lives we find revealed something of the 
possibilities of our owu, 

Aud yet much us there is of truth iu 
these different wuys of considering the 
circumstances of life, no one of them 
contuius the whole truth. Knob, when 
curried out alone, exerts iutlueuces uot 
altogether fuvorable to the most effective 
work, or the best form of character, 
We make it the entire purpose of our 
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lives to rid ourselves at once of every 
obstacle that stands in tho way of our 
owu happiness or that of otlints. All 
our energies aro devoted to that one end, 
and concentrated upon it.. Well, wo do 
some good, hut not all that we imagined. 
At last., there must come tho question to 
every reflecting man or woman which 
came to John Stuart Mill, “will the ac- 
complishment of all this satisfy me?” 
and if wo are honest, with ourselves as 
he was, we shall ho compelled to answer, 
no. Something more than the removal 
of obstacles is needed for tho highest 
welfare of humanity. And oven when 
wo do not look so far ahead as Mr. Mill, 
but content ouihoIvch with a nearer view, 
I think we shull find ourselves at times, 
aware that many of the things we are so 
anxious to get rid of, many of tho bur- 
dons wo want to remove, many of the 
hard trials wo want to save people from, 
may have thoir providential valno in tho 
formation of the best types of human 
character. Wo are like tho father who, 
having had a hard battle to fight, says 
after lie has won It, “my hoy shall never 
have such a struggle as I have had,” and 
so clears every difficulty out of his way, 
and bo shields and guards him that the 
boy grows up in an unreal world. At 
last the father is obliged to confess that 
tho worst hardship is not in opposing 
obstacles, and learning how to deni with 
thorn, but in being permitted to avoid 
them. 

But, irrespective of this, tlioro is a 
form of character sometimes developed 
by thinking that the chief aim of life is 
to get rid of obstacles which is not de- 
sirable. The things in our way aro not 
easily romoved. We think thoy ought 
uot to bo there, but tlioro they remain, in 
spite of all we can do. Iu couseqiieuce, 
wo begin to fret and worry about them. 
We got discontented with everything 
about us. And iu so doing wo lose much 
of tho onergy which might have accom- 
plished something that was worth doing 
now. And what is still more deplorable, 
wo are so anxious to create now condi- 
tions ot life, which wo dream would 
mako it so much better aud happier, that 
we forgot only too often to uso to tho 
utmost tho conditions nudor which wo 
are now living. Wo go through tho 
world imagining how much hotter and 
happior everybody will bo, when our 
plans for its amelioration, have fully 
succeeded, aud our vision is so full of 
that, that we see, and so pass by those 
who touch \n as wo move along. Our 
vision of hotter conditions iu the future 
sometimes only servo to make us blind 
to the real work that may be done under 
tho conditions of tho present moment. 

Nor would it be wholly well, if we 
wore to adopt that spirit which takes 
thiugs as they are as if they always must 
be, aud surrenders to what it boiiovos is 
inevitable. Such a spirit would make us 
too easily contented oyen as the other 
would make us too easily discontented. If 
all men aud women had always been of 
that temper there would uovor have been 
that use made of the materials in their 
bauds, which has enabled them to create 
a better world to live iu. A man guided 
by the instinct of submission or resigna- 
tion alone, might kuow how ‘ to be 
abased, but not how to abound,” and the 
one is just as important as the other. 

The weak side of that view of circum- 
stances, which would regard them as 
elements to be controlled and governed 
by tho might of the individual will, is 
plainly evident. Wo hear much in these 
days, about tho power of tho will to sub- 
ject all thiugs to itself. In so far as it is 
a protest of tho spiritual uaturo against 
tho absolute control ot what is lower, 
wo may gladly recognize it. Wo have 
heard, perhaps, too much of the influ- 
ence of body upon mind. It may be 
well to have the other side of the matter 
emphasized, aud to learu that the body 
is made as much by tho mind as tho mind 
by the body. But this ought not to 
make us forget that while we may con- 
trol tho elements of the uuiverse by in- 
tellectual wisdom or force of will, wo 
are not able to make anything different 
from what tho purpose of tho universe 
lias ordained it should be. It may be 
allowed, that our wills are mightier than 
all that lacks will, but wo mistake, if we 
suppose that our wills are mightier than 
that Supremo Will, of which our wills 
aro only the typo and symbol. Tho 
might of our individual wills depends 
upon their harmony with tho purpose of 
the Universal Will. In relation to that 
we must ever say with the poet 

"Our wills are ours, wo kuow nut how, 

Our wills aro ours lo mako them thine.” 

But whatever may bo said theoretical- 
ly, in favor of tho might ol the human 
will to overcome aud lguoro circum- 
stances, it cannot be uccepted as a 
practical principle for the guidance of 
all men. as they are. It is well that wo 
have heroes, but few are heroes. The 
heroic spirit whicu triumphs over all 
that is opposed to its purpose may be 
prophetic of what man iu tho purpose of 
God is destined to become, but it is a 
prophecy whose fulfilment is far distant. 
For men and women as they are to make 
it tho practical rule of thoir lives, would 
he to iuducc a momentary enthusiasm, 
which would iuevitably he followed by a 
permanent despair. Tho laws that con- 
trol the mind of the genius or the heart 
of the Uuro, are not to be applied to 
those who have no claim to the one or 
the other. 

And now do you ask where shall wo 
Hud a theory of life, which will show us 
tho best spirit in which wo may staud in 
relation to the circumstances of our ex- 
istence, a theory which will bo inclusive 
of all that is true and exclusive of all 
that is unreal iu the theories which we 
have been considering? We need uot 
seek far. We may iiud it iu the words 
of St. Paul, “1 know how to bo abased, 
aud how to abound ” Perhaps if Paul 
had been using tho forms of speech 
peculiar to our day, he would have said, 
1 kuow how to make tho host of every 
condition. In that 1 think wo may tiud 
the highest philosophy of file. It is a 
philosophy w Inch helps us to make the 
most of it iu every way. It does uot 
begin by asking whether this or that 
condition is bad or good, it accepts it 
as the one under which it is now to live 
aud work. A man is born poor, He 
does not ask why, he does not make it 
his first object to change that condition, 
nor does ho resign himself to it as to an 
inevitable necessity, as something from 
which has no right to escape. He simply 
uccepts it and makes the best of it. A 
woman finds herself iu relations, hard 
for her to boar. Some will say, “free 
yourself from them at once, do uot bear 
them.” Others again will say submit to 
ilium us to an inevitable fate. But she 
will acquire what is best iu both if she 
auoepts those relations as tao conditions 
under which she is to bo and to do all 
she cau. A man is horn in an ago when 
the thiugs ho loves most ami which he 
cherishes as tlio apple of his eye are 
ignored or even despised. lie is poetic 
und men about him arc prosaic, lit* 
has lofty ideals, aud those around him 
»rc ubsorhiui iu low aud sordid uiuib. 
lie has a believing heart, aud a reverent 
spirit umi lie lives iu u time or iu a 
community when people do uot think 
deeply enough to see the need of belief, 
or to properly estimate the spirit of those 
w ho uo. lie loves to seek the center und 


substance of things, ami all about are i 
contented with surfaces and shadows. 
What ia his wisest course. Is ho to fret 
and chafe; to waste his mental and 
spiritual force in a useless protest, as 
strong souls have so often done? Or is 
he to bow before tho idols of the day; to 
strive lo find in them the image of what 
must be, with the compliance of tho 
weak and cowardly? It is in neither 
way the truest and bravest have acted, 
No. Those have accepted things as thoy 
wore, and in relation to them, have 
worked with all the might, they had for 
tho purpose with which God had In- 
spired thorn. 

Tho circumstances were made for 
them, hut tho purpose with which they 
wrought was all their own. The lady in 
Milton’s Corous, could not drive away 
Cornua and his rabble crew, yet none tho 
less could she reply to his threats. 

"Fool, do not boast, 

Thou cann’t not touch tho freedom of my mind. 
With all thy charms, although this corporal r.nd, 
Thou hnst lininunacUd, while heaven sees good.” 

And so when tho ways, according to 
which wo would work, and the forms 
according to which we would fashion 
our lives, aro forgotten, or despised, it is 
our highest wisdom to see what is left 
for us, and reserve our force for making 
the most of that. .Sometimes when wo 
have been woriying our souls, because 
things about us arc other than our best 
vision sees they ought to be, and when it 
seems as if nothing could bo done that 
wo want so much to do, there comes to 
our hearts a great calm, as if some unex- 
pected blessing from above had fallen 
upon them. These aro tho times when 
we ronlizo that, in spite of all that op- 
poses the inclination of our spirits, there 
r.ro still opportunities open to us that 
may well employ all our powers. We 
cauuot change the movement of things 
about us, but we cau accept it, and still 
do what is well worth doing. Then wo 
kuow how to bo abased. It may seem as 
if this wore only another way of saying 
let things be as thoy are, and do not try 
to make them otherwise. Nothing of 
the kiud. Whilo wo may not niter our 
circumstances wo can transform thorn. 

1 have known men who made poverty 
seem a blessing, because thoy filled it 
with tho riches of the spin 1 . The \an 
in my uativo city who stood highest in it 
for character and wisdom, was but for 
that amoug tho poorest in it. But ho 
never seemed poor. lie glorified the 
common walks of lifo with the light of a 
spirit upon which tho glory of God had 
shoue. And I have learned from that 
man’s lite, that no man uecd feel that 
poverty is a loss unless ho thinks it is, 
and acts as if he could mako nothiug out 
of it. 

And I can call to mind women who 
have accepted the trying conditions iu 
which they were placed, aud from which 
there seemed no right way of escape, 
who have filled them with such a spirit 
of uusclflshtiess, that thoso about thorn 
thought of them with loving reverence 
and all could see that they have found in 
the spirit with which thoy had endured, 
a greater deliverance than any violent 
change of conditions could have ever 
brought them. And whou we have taken 
the only task that seems best for us to 
do, aud have done it with our might, it 
does uot seem as if the evil conditions 
were auy.longer evil, they are rather the 
indications of the way which we were to 
take, anil to iiud as we walked in it, that 
it was a way of blessing. 

“I kuow how to be abased and how to 
abound.” How can wo learn that know- 
ledge. Paul tells us the way when he 
says, l can do all things through Christ 
who streugtheneth me. An ideal lifo had 
taken hold of him, and lifted him out of 
all thought of self. And so there was 
no outward condition that could any 
longer help or hinder. All circumstauces 
wore only varied ways in which tho pur- 
poso of his life was being fulfilled. 
Whether in the prison bleeding with many 
stripes, or laboring w ith his own hands at 
Corinth, or standing on Mars Hill at 
Athens, or battling with the waves for 
his lifo, or in perils among false brethreu, 
it was all the same. Outward incidents 
no longer controlled him, but only re- 
vealed tho form which his devotion was 
to take. An unselfish purpose, free sur- 
render to the clearest vision of God in 
Christ, had transformed aud glorified all 
the events of existence. And if we 
rightly solve tho problem of our relations 
to tho circumstances in which wo are 
placed, it must bo in the same way. It 
is easy enough to solve when the Christ- 
like thought rules within. It is impos- 
sible when wo strive to fashiou a world 
which will correspond to our personal 
wants and wishes. The days when we 
are thinking of ourselves are always the 
hopeless and depressing days. The days 
when we are thinking how much of t he 
purpose of God cau bo revealed in every 
condition in whifch wo are placed, are ! 
the hopeful aud uplifting ones. These [ 
are our real thanksgiving days. They are ‘ 
the Sabbatic seasons when we arc not so ! 
much conscious of making a hettui 
world, as wo are, that we aro learning in 
tiie light of lives filled with the spirit of 
Christ “that all things are become now.”

THE ISSUES AT STAKE.

There has 
never been in Newton such an exhibition 
of office seeking on the «ne side, of caucus 
manipulation, and of all those influences 
which have been so decidedly turned out 
of doors under Mayor Hibbard’s adminis- 
tration. We want to keep up the same 
high level in city affairs, and the only way 
to accomplish it is to vote for Mr. Fenno. 

He did not seek the office, he did not at- 
tempt to carry any caucuses, lie did uot 
associate himself with any of the well- 
known ward workers, and he has not for 
years been laying his plans to secure that 
office. If elected he will be under no 
pledges to favor any man or set of men, 
but can give his entire efforts to the best 
interests of the city. This can with all 
truth be said of Mr. Fenno, and this is a 
kind of mnyor that Newton wants. 

He did not solicit the Republican nomi- 
nation, although he is a loyal Republican, 
and he did not when defeated then solicit 
the Citizens’ nomiuation. Both were given 
to him, becau se the people believe in him. 
HlTsupporters are the prominent men of 
all parties, men whose support is an honor 
to auy candidate, as will be seen by the 
list of names in another column. 

Mr. Fenno is a very straightforward man, 
who has shown that he can be depended 
upon on many occasions. He does not act 
on impulse. When a member of the city 
council, he never was accustomed to 
threaten to resign, if the other members 
did not let him have his own way, but he 
listened courteously to all sides, and then 
followed his own carefully formed convic- 
tions. His ability and efficiency have been 
proved in many responsible positions. Ho 
is by nature careful and conservative, yet 
he is decided iu following his own Ideas of 
right, although obstinacy is not his chief 
characteristic. 

Those who believe in honor in politics, in 
a clean and efficient city government, in 
a mayor who will not resign in a pet if he 
can not get his own way, but who will 
listen courteously to all citizens, who will 
have no enemies to punish and friends to 
favor, should vote for Mr. Fenno. 


MR. HARBACII’S RECORD. 

A few facts about Mr. llarbach’s 
record may be interesting to the citizens 
who are in doubt as to what candidate 
for mayor they should favor. The facts 
are a matter of record. 

Alderman Harbaeh was the chief sup- 
porter of tho scheme for a 840,000 build- 
ing for the new poor farm, the buying of 
'which he also favored. As there are 
only fourteen inmates of the present 
atiushouae Mayor Hibbard promptly 
squelched this waste of the city’s 
money. 

Alderman Harbaeh two years ago 
forced through the first sewer ordinance, 
assessing all the cost on abuttors, and 
when piominent citizens at a public 
hearing asked for some reasons for his 
favoring such an unjust measure, he re 
fused to give them and was angry be- 
cause any one ventured to doubt his 
judgment. The ordinance was so hor- 
ridly rushed through that it was found 
to be illegal, but Mr. Ilarbach framed 
the new one just as near to the old one 
as the law would allow. 

He has always opposed the grantiug of 
any city mouey to the hospital, in a 
very offensive mauner. 

He was the chief opponent of the drill 
ribed fur tue High school, and did all iu 
his power to defeat it. 

He voted against the granting of $100 
to buy a gun for the High school batta- 
lion, when the boys themselves bad col- 
lected $J00 for the purpose. 

He always has favored the licensing of 
any man who wanted to start a drug 
.store, with a sixth class liquor license, 
110 matter how rnuuy residents objected. 

As a member of the water board he 
reported against increasing the wages of 
laborers from $1.75 to $2 a day, and on 
two occasions iu committee he cast the 
deuidiug vote agaiust auy increase iu 
wages in the highway department 

He opposed vigorously Mayor Ilib- 
ciaid’s plan for having section men take 
s;are of our streets, whereby a great 
amount of mouey has been saved, and 
'he main streets kept in good condition. 

Wheu Mayor Hibbard fouud that a 
laige amount of the city's mouey was 
.‘leiug wasted at the stone crusher, and 
-wauted to stait a reform right there, Mr. 
Tiarbach opposed it. Alderman Fenno 
baa by Mr. Uarbacb’s managers been 
..‘barged with the discharge of the men 


He opposed the Gamewell’s Com- 
pany getting a contract in their own 
oity. 

Three years ago ho forced a scheme 
through the finance committeo, for the 
issuing of $200,000 in bonds for the build- 
ing of drains, drains which would have 
beeu useless with the establishment of 
sewerage. This measure was dofeated 
by Aldermen Fenno and Johnson, as- 
sisted by Alderman Tolman. 

He opposed recently the buying of a 
lot from the Claflin estate for the protec- 
tion of tho High school building, and 
has been generally opposed to any of 
the projects for the improvement of the 
High school. 

The above are matters of reoord of 
Mr. Ilarbach’s course as alderman. It 
might also be said that as ebairmau of 
committees he has generally been unfor- 
tunate in that the appropriations were 
never largo ouough for him. He has 
given a good deal of time to the city, but 
it has also been an expensive affair to the 
city. 

WARD ONE’S ALDERMAN. 


There are only two candidates for tho 
office of alderman from Ward One, as 
Alderman Coffin did not, as was report- 
ed, take out nomination papers, so that 
the contest will lie between Mr. D. R. 
Emerson and Councilman Forknall. A 
good deal more than appoars is involved 
in the contest, and voters should con- 
sider the question very seriously before 
marking their ballots. 

The board of aldermen of the city of 
Newtou is a very important body, with 
questions of the gravest importance to 
decide, and next year the questions be- 
fore the board will be of the utmost con- 
cern to the whole city. It is to be an 
exceptional year in many respects, and 
the city should have the benefit of the 
wisest counsel, and the service of its 
most practical business men. When the 
tax-payers are so directly concerned, 
they would naturally prefer to have tho 
questions decided by men who have 
something at stake, men who have in- 
vested theit money here, aud of whom 
there is a reasonable prospect that they 
will be permanent citizens of Newtoa. 

The office of alderman is uot a bribe to 
be given for faithful party service, or a 
reward for the carrying out of a political 
deal, aud it ought not to be given to a 
man simply because he was able to 
manipulate a caucus. We don’t want a 
man as aldermau who will refuse all 
committee service, if his appointments 
do not come up to his ideas of his own 
importance, as Mr. Forknall did two 
years ago, for example. Such a disposi- 
tion would not be conducive to wise 
legislation, to say the least. 

Iu the common eouucil it does not so 
much matter, as it is a large body, and 
it lias much less to do with legislation 
than the higher branch. A member may 
do very well there, look out after the 
streets and hose houses, and improve- 
ment iu his own little village, and forget 
all about the rest of the oity, but an al- 
derman represents the whole city aud 
should bj able to take a larger view of 
thiugs. 

Mr. D. R. Emerson has been a resident 
of Newtou for years, his money is large- 
ly invested here, and as a large real 
estate owner, he is directly interested iu 
the prosperity of Newton. He has con- 
sented to be a candidate, as a matter of 
duty, and such a practical business man 
will be a great addition to the board. It 
is such meu as Mr. Emerson who have 
made Newton the beautiful city it is to- 
day. Other wards iu the city send their 
most prominent men to represent them, 
aud if Ward One desires to have the in- 
fluence in oity affairs it deserves, it 
should do the same. All who have the 
best interests of the city at heart should 
vote for Mr. Emerson. 


THE WORKING MAN. 


Iu every election there is always a set 
of politicians who proceed on the as- 
sumption that the working men are 
easily fooled, aud this election seems no 
exception to the rule. Mr. Ilarbach’s 
mumigers are loudly proclaiming that 
they have the workiug men of the city 
aud that they will go like sheep to vote 
for Mr. liarbaoh. 

We do not believe that it pays to put 
too low an estimate on the intelligence 
of the laboring man. He generally does 
his own thiukiug and he has a good 
memory. Iu the present campaign, for 
instance, it is rather foolish to assume 
that he has forgotteu that Mr. Ilarbach 
has opposed every measure for the good 
of the laboring man that has beeu pre- 
sented. He ulways voted agaiust any in- 
crease of salary for the firemen or the 
workers ou tlie highway, or ou the water 
works. The working man knows this. 

He opposed Mr. Feuuo’s order to have 
the nine hour law go into effect fou r 
mouths before it was required by the 
state law, and he succeeded iu defeating 
it, 

The sewer ordinance which compel 
the poor mau to pay as large a tax ou his 


little homo ns though it was occupied by 
a four story brick block was pushod 
through by Mr. Ilarbnch, and when tho 
working man is cramped to pay this as- 
sessment out of his -mall earnings ho 
will remember this. Mr. Ilarbach did 
his best to make tho assessment 25 por 
cent, larger, and have the abuttor pay 
tho whole, instead of having tho woalth 
of the city taxed for tho improvement. 
There is one pooriman in Nouantnm who 
bought a pieco of land recently to build 
his homo upon, and while the land cost 
him $2(1, tho sower assessment is $50. 
Will ho bo so foolish as to vote for the 
man who compelled him to pay this 
assessment? 

In fact, out of all tho mon in the city 
government, Mr. Harbaoh has been the 
ono to oppose everything that was calou- 
nted to benefit tho working man. Men 
who never have to .work for their liv- 
ing probably can not help it if thoir 
sympathies are not with those who do. 

Look at his course Jin rogard to the 
Cottage Hospital, where the poor man 
has a chance to bo taken care of when ho 
is sick. Mr. Harbaoh has always opposed 
tho granting of any money by the city to 
the Hospital, in the most offensive way, 
saying that if the city voted money it 
should be on tho ground that it was for 
paupers, and they should bo entered 
as suoh on tho hospital books, and the 
city pay for them as such. Tho hundreds 
of people whoihave their friends tender- 
ly cared for at this institution will not be 
likely to vote for a man who made such 
an unfeeling reference to their lack of 
money. 

WHO ARE THE MEN? 


The question has often been asked the 
past few days, who are the mon who are 
managing Mr. Harbach’s campaign? We 
have taken some pains to look the matter 
up aud find the active workers are as 
follows: 

Charles A. Hill, who is uot a voter in 
Newton, but votes in Watertown; W. F. 
Grace, for whoso druggist’s license Mr. 
Harbaeh voted; R. J. Monissy, Thomas 
Maguo and M. J. Duane of West Newton, 
Walter II. Stearns of Newton, Charles 
Halo of Ward Five, and it is also said 
Alderman E. J. Hyde and Mr. A. S. 
Glover, but as Aldorroan Ilyde was a 
delegate to the Republican convention 
and as both he and Mr. Glover are 
zealous Republicans, it seems improba- 
ble that they would bolt thoir own party 
nomination. 

Of course, as Alderman Harbaeh failed 
to get either regular nomination, he was 
at a disadvantage, aud had to pick up 
such workers as lie could get. But tho 
question is asked whether these men aro 
working simply for love of tire Ward Six 
Alderman. If they are, it is an example 
of disinterested affection that does them 
credit. Ou the other hand, if he 
should be elected, would not ordinary 
gratitude on the part of Mr. Harbaeh 
make him constitute these men bis 
private cabinet of advisers, to direct the 
affairs of tbe city, a sort of power bebind 
the throne? 

Voters should remember that these 
men are hustlers iu politics, that they 
will get out every man who ean be in- 
duced to vote for their side, and if they 
succeed it will be their victory. Those 
who do uot think such influences in city 
affairs are desirable must realize the im- 
portance of getting out a full vote for 
Mr. Fenno. 


THE ALDERMEN. 

The importance of electing a good board 
of aldermen ean not be overestimated, no 
matter who is chosen mayor, and voters 
generally should make a wise selection 
from both tickets. 

In Ward One there Is a chance to rebuke 
caucus pnekiug, and the crowding out of 
such an official as Alderman Coffin, by 
voting for Mr. D. R. Emerson, and lie Is at 
the snmc time by far the best man for 
the place. 

In Ward Two, voters can choose between 
Mr. Henry F. Ross and Mr. E. M. Rumery, 
but Mr. Ross is the better known, and lias 
friends all over Newton, so that he will 
probably win. 

In Ward Three the sentiment was at first 
strongly In favor of Alderman Wilson, but 
many people think after being defeated in 
the Republican convention for mayor, uud 
accepting their nomination for alderman, 
he should not have gone to the Citizens' 
convention as a candidate for mayor. As a 
member also of the Republican Ward and 
City Committee they think such action was 
also hardly consistent, and that as u mem- 
ber of that committee lie ought to be 
working loyally for Mr. Fenno, instead of 
his position being in doubt. This will lose 
him many votes, and it ean be said of Mr. 
Henry II. Hunt, that there is never any 
doubt of his position, and us a former 
member of the city council, lie made a 
very creditable record. 

In Ward Four there are two candidates, 
Mr. W. B. Atherton, who is well and favor- 
ably known from Ills former service in the 
city council, und from ills service on politi- 
cal committees, while Mr. Albert Plummer 
is u new man in city polities. 

In Wurd Five there is a good deal of 
trouble uud charges aud counter charges 
are made about tile Republican caucus, 
which ought to liuve nominated Council- 
man McGee, one of the best members of 
the present common couucil, but whioh in- 
stead nominated Councilman Moulton, who 
had severul times announced that lie 
would not be u candidate against Mr. 
McGee. The latter’s friend-* ure deeply 
stirred up over the affair, uud the best way 
to settle tiie matter would lie to vote for 
Dr. Thompson, who is one of the hrighest 
uud most capable men iu the ward, and 
ought to be elected anyway, us such mem- 
bers as be are uccded iu the bourd. 

In Wards Six und Seven there ure no 
coutcsts, but the friends of Mr. Fenno 
should vote before going lo Boston, as the 
Ilarbach men claim tliut the lack of a con- 
test there will help them. Electing such 
aldermen a9 ure indicated above would 
' give the city one of the strongest boards it 
ever had. 

The Citizens’ Ward and City Committee 
met Wednesday night, und (hiding that 


there wore some members who wore not 
disposed to be loyal to the head of the 
ticket, their resignations were Immediately 
demanded, and men who eould be depended 
on put In their places. The Citizens do 
not make any great pretensions to superior 
virtue or honesty or such things, but thoir 
oommittee ean be depended on to loyally 
support the choice of their eaueus. Now 
what Is the Republican Wnrd and City 
Committeo doing to carry out the action of 
their convention, at which many of the 
members were delegates. They had a 
dinner at the New ton Club Wednesday 
night, nt which city polities were not 
publicly mentioned- But ns far as appears, 
Mr. Gardiner has not yet called a meeting 
of the committee, and no work, nt least for 
the Republican ticket, has yet been even 
outlined. What Is a wnrd nod city oom- 
mittee for, or have all the members sudden- 
ly become converted to tho belief that 
partisanship is wrong in city affairs? For 
the sake of their own reputations the com- 
mittee should at least make some pretence 
of being alive In this campnign, and some 
of the members who believe In a loyal sup- 
port of thoir own party convention are 
said to be very indignant. 


Councilman McGee’s friends feel very 
sore over the way he was euchred out of 
the nomination for alderman nt the Ward 
Five caucus, and they are determined to 
show their feelings at the polls by voting 
for Dr. Thompson. Being a member of 
the Republican Ward and City Committee 
Mr. McGee considered It not honorable to 
accept the Citizens’ nomination, whioh was 
tendered him, and Dr. Thompson only 
consented to run on being assured that Mr. 
McGee would not take It. There were 
members of the same committee whose 
sense of honor was not so nice, ns they 
made an nctlvo fight for a Citizens nomina- 
tion, after being defeated at the Republican 
convention. When we see a man careful 
to be honorable in his acts at a city elec- 
tion, the facts deserves special mention. 
Considering all the circumstances we do 
not see how citizens who wish to do the 
right thing in city politics can refuse to 
vote for Dr. Thompson. Besides any 
Ward Five man can’not help testifying 
thnt he is by far the most capable man of 
the two candidates in the field, and that he 
ean always be depended on to be his own 
master, and to vote for the best interest of 
the city. A vote for Dr. Thompson is a 
vote for go od government. 

Mil Harijacii’s friends aro to issue a 
circular, it is said, in regard to the pro- 
portion of cost of sewers borne by the 
city. By iugenious calculation based 
upon tbe outlay up to Jan. 1, it will be 
apparently shown thnt the city has paid 
about (JO per cent, of the total cost. This 
percentage is obtained on tbe outlay up 
to Jan. 1, of $550,000, from which 
amount is deducted the sum paid to tbo 
Metropolitan construction fund, the 
amount paid for maiutonance, and the 
one-fourth cost whicli the city assumes 
by legislative enactment. On this basis 
of figuring, it is an easy matter to show 
a high percentage. Tho actual percont 
age of cost, however, which tho city wil 
assume upou the completed sewerage 
system is an altogether different prob- 
lem iu mathematics, aud should oe com- 
puted on a total for sewers of $1,000,000. 

The dinner Wednesday evening, at the 
Newton Club, complimentary to Mr. R. 
II. Gardiner, was a very pleasaut affair, 
and a deserved recognition of Mr. Gard- 
iaui’o faithful work for tbe Republican 
party during the years ho has been 
chairman of the Republican ward and 
city committee. 2 Mr. Gardiuer has been 
perfectly disinterested in his labor, as lie 
is not seeking for auy office, and had no 
personal axe to grind, aud the othor 
members of the committeo thought that 
such uuselfish services as he has so 
generously given merited some recogni- 
tion. 

Who was responsible for the unpopular 
sewer ordinance, asks a correspondent. 
Well, Mr. Harbaoh was the author of it 
and is responsible for it. Alderman Wil- 
son. who is up for re-election, supported 
Mr. Harbaeh, Councilman Forknall, who 
wants to be alderman from Wnrd One, und 
Councilman Moulton from Ward Five were 
its chief supporters in the lower branch. 
These four men were the most prominent- 
ly concerned in its passage, and are entitled 
to the credit, or the blame, for having such 
an ordinance. The issue thus affects the 
mayoralty contest, and the alderuianic 
contest in Wards One, Three and Five. 


In view of Mr. Harbach’s going to two 
conventions after a nomination aud then 
taking out nomination papers, some 
have called him a Mugwump, but it 
should be borne in mind that the real 
simon-pure Mugwump is never an office 
seeker, ne is an Altruist, and above all 
such petty ambitions. We are afraid 
that no such honorable terra can be ap- 
plied to Mr. Ilarbach and that he will 
have to be called simply a Bolter. 


Mayor Hiriiard has refused to take 
any part in this election or oven to talk of 
the candidates, believing that the mayor 
of the city was not elected for the purpose 
of influencing the choice of his sucoessor, 
aud that a muynr should keep out of poli- 
tics while in office. This is u new depar- 
ture in city politics, und one tliut should 
be followed iu the future. Iu fact it is a 
policy that ought to be followed by any 
official while iu office, whether lie is mayor, 
or ulderuiuu or a member of die common 
oouucil. 


The Harbaeh muuagors arc saying that 
Mr. Fenno is interested iu the Newton 
Street Railway. The fact is tliut neither 
he nor auy of Iiis family own u dollar’s 
worth of stock iu a Newtou street rail- 
way company.

The School Con vent Ion. 

At tho State Teachoi’s Association in 
Springfield last Friday, Mr. E. J. Good- 
win of the Newton High school was one 
of Hie speakers, and explained some 
tables which lie had prepared, illustrat- 
ing the effects of a liberal course of 
electives introduced for experiment in 
the Newton high school. On tbe whole 
the result is thought very satisfactory. 
There is an inclination t> elect “snaps” 
as might lie expected, but there is much 
more freedom and moro interest in the 
work. 

Nupt. Aldrich gave an interesting 
paper on “ i'he future of the primary 
schools.” There must lie many impor- 
tant changes and many of the suhjects 
now taught must he curtailed or it is use- 
less to talk ahont finding new subjects to 
teach. If a wise ruler could have charge 
of tbe schools he would probably make 
the following changes: He would secure 
ideal text-hooks, secure only competent 
teachers aud school committeemen, give 
ample pay, limit the number of pupils so 
that real education would be possible, 
find a good location for the school-houses. 
But this is not likely to happen until 
people become more intelligent on the 
subject. There is no subject of which 
people know so little and are yet so ready 
to dogmatize. Iu closing he suggested a 
convenient grouping of subjects by which 
the multifarious branches might Beem 
less complicated.

ANOTHER STREET RAILWAY. 


THE NF.W’TON A BRIOIITON STREET RAIL- 
WAY ORGANIZED WITH CAPITAL OP 

* 100 , 000 . 

Articles of Association will be found 
in another column, to incorporate the 
Newton A Brighton Street Railway Com- 
pany. 

The incorporators are: Horace B« 
Parker, George W Morse, Austin R. 
Mitchell, James L. Richards, James W. 
French, Jasper N. Keller and others, and 
the syndicate is made up considerably, 
though not entirely, of the same parties 
who compose the other street railways 
in Newton, Waltham and Watertown. 

The capital stock is one hundred 
thousand dollars, and it is oversub- 
scribed for, as appears by the Articles, so 
that it will have to be apportioned 
among the subscribers. 

The design of the projectors is to build 
from Newtou Highlands to Newton Cen«* 
tre, thence to Oak Square. There it will 
meet the West End. Just what course 
the line will take between Newton Cen- 
tre and Newton Corner has not yet been 
made known. People lying between 
these two centres, especially along the 
line of Waverly avenue, are in need of 
accommodations, and inducements are 
offered the projectors to run by that line. 

When it is remembered that there are 
only about three hundred and fifty 
families in Newton who keep teams, and 
that there are five thousand families in 
the city, there is no difficulty in conclud- 
ing that street railways are needed by 
the vast majority. 

In the spring, the Newton A Boston 
Street Railway Company propose to ex- 
tend its line, either by Beacon street, or 
by a proposed new avenue to Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, to meet the West End, 
and, as the Newton Street Railway’s 
branch from Waltham to Watertown will 
be in operation in the spring, and a line 
built from Newtonville to Watertown, to 
meet the West End, Newton will have 
three lines of electric street railway to 
Boston. It is hoped ere long a traffic 
agreement wili be made to run the cars 
in without change. 

There is no proposed antagonism to the 
West Ead Street Railway. On the con- 
trary, these lines will carry a large num- 
ber of people up to the West End lines, 
and will, in return, receive a large num- 
ber of passengers from the direction of 
Boston, so that it will be mutually bene- 
ficial.

the sewerage question. 

Dlt, CIIKIIOKK I’RKBKNTR DKTA1I.R OF A 
PLAN, 

To the Editor of the GRArmo: 

Now that tho quentton of modifyiiiR 
our present method of pitying tho cost of 
aeworngo is being agitated, 1 should liko 
to restato, briolly, a suggestion I made at 
a boaring boforo tho city oounotl, Match 
17, 18W. 

1st That it is illogical to charge tho 
cost of a system of soworago upon land 
whother street, boundary or acreage bo 
considered. 

Land unoccupied requires no sowerago 
tho demand for tho latter results from 
its occupation. Tho occupant, ho who 
croatos a nood for sowerago, is proporly 
the ono to pay the cost. 

2nd Soworago of tho kind adopted in 
Nowton can only be availed of by the oc- 
cupant in the case that ho is provided 
with a sufficient water supply to wash 
his waste and exoreta into tho sowers. 

Urd For all practical purposes it may 
be assumod that the wator taker from 
tho public supply, is tbo only ono who 
can make use of tho sowerago system 
and that the amount of his uso of it will 
bo in direct ratio to tho quantity of wator 
he takes. 

4th Should not tho man thus benefit- 
ed pay for tho benofit in this proportion? 

5th Water supply and Bowerage are 
parts of one groat whole and cannot be 
separated. 

Heal estato dealers may expatiate upon 
tho increased valve and saleability of real 
estato caused by the construction of a 
sowerago system; but that systotn is not 
being built for that purpose; it is being 
built to carry off tho oxcrota and waste 
of human occupancy now that it has been 
rendered otherwise unmanageable in 
cousequonco of froo dilution by the in- 
flow of a wator supply. (You can empty 
a privy, you must sower a wator closet.) 

Otli If wator supply and soworago are 
so closely connected as to bo almost in- 
terdependent, why will not tho mode of 
reimbursing tho city for tho former, ap- 
ply oqually well to tho lattor? People 
cheerfully pay thoir wator rates and I 
never hoard that it has boon considered a 
mistako that they were supplied in this 
way rather than by boiug forced to pay 
50 cents a front foot and six mills per sq. 
foot of area up to 180 feet, whenever a 
wator main was laid in front of thoir 
properties. I ask tho citizens of Nowton 
to-day, if they would prefer this lattor 
method. 

7th It is asked what tho charge for 
uso of sowors would probably bo under 
the wator supply system. The sum ro 
quired to thoroughly recoup tho city for 
sewerage or other construction is tho in- 
terest upon tho cost plus tho cost of 
maintenance. Moroovcr as construction 
must proceed rental an additional cost is 
carrying on the work uutil it can bo mado 
xiuctiyo. In the case of tho water 


prod 


r sup- 


ply, notwithstanding the fact that it is 
boiug largely extended, tho presont rates 
nearly amount to tho annual expense ac- 
count. When the system is completed 
tho water works system will undoubted- 
ly take care of itself without asking any- 
thing from tho city. Lot us see bow this 
will work with the sower system. Tho 
total cost of tho water supply Dec. 81, 
1891 was $1,525,000. The total cost of the 
sowers is estimated $1,750,000, and if it is 
completed within those liguros, there is 
but little doubt but that the cost of water 
supply will about equal it at tho date of 
completion. 

Now the sowerago will have tho ad- 
vantage over tho water works of obtain- 
ing i s mouoy at a lower rate of interest 
an 1 its maintenance cost will be lea.-, as 
it has no expen live pumping apparatus, 
etc. to provide for. So it may safely bo 
estimated that the tax to a user, prorated 
upon the cost of his water supply will be 
somewhat less thau the wator rate, or in 
the average case not much more than it 
requires co keep an ordinary cesspool in 
good condition. 

8th The two departments after com- 
pletion should be consolidated aud the 
bill for water rate also contain the rate 
for sewerage. As the latter would have 
a definite ratio to tho former it would in- 
volve scarcely any extra cost for keepiug 
the accouut and collecting.

“Too many oranges uro uot wholesome 
for any one who has a tendency to gastric 
trouble,” says u well-known physician. 
"It i*s generally supposed that oranges 
are particularly healthy; and in many 
families they are the regular concomi- 
tants of a breakfast table, pareuts think- 
ing (hut they must necessarily be whole- 
some, whereas iu some c.ibob they are 
positively injurious. Ono of my patients 
a boy of twelve or thereabouts, has bud a 
severe attack of stomach trouble every 
winter for seveial succeeding years, at 
tacks for which 1 could find no apparent 
cause, until 1 happened to timi out by 
accident that every year, about that time, 
tbo family received a barrell of oranges 
from Florida, upon which the childrou 
were allowed to regale themselves freely. 
This was the whole trouble; oranges did 
not agree with the child, aud when he 
ate them freely ho was ill. I stopped his 
uatiug them uud he has never had a re- 
currence of tho trouble.”— New York 
Tribune.

Mr. Wiesenfeld has secured space at 
the Columbian exposition for a display 
of Hudson’s electric lamps, which will 
be entered in competition with the others 
on exhibition. Hudson says ho has 
twenty-two inventions that he will 
patent from time to time, and he hopes 
to derive a revenue from them that will 
keep him in easy circumstances after his 
term expires. Ho asserts that he would 
uot sell his electric socket patent for his 
liberty and $10,000.— Baltimore Sun.

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THE CITY ELECTION. 


Thk Citizens’ appear to have swept 
everything before them last Tuesday, 
and evidently the active work dono by 
their committee told in the contest, while 
the lack of action on the part of the Re- 
publican committee was equally man- 
ifest. 

For Mayor Mr. Fenno gets the remark- 
able majority of 994, carrying every ward 
in the city, except that in which Mr. 
Hurbach lives, and while Mr. Fenno 
carried his own ward by 300. Mr. Har- 
bach carried his by only 144, or a huu- 
dred less than his friends confidently ex- 
pected. 

Mr. Harbacli’s strength in Ward Five, 
and the enthusiasm for him amoug the 
workiug men of the city, of which so 
much was said, did not materaliize. 

One lesson to be drawn from the elec- 
tion is the fact that it never pays in a 
political point of view, to entirely disre- 
gard the wishes of the people. They 
have the power iu their own hands on 
election day, and aie not easily fooled. 
In a city so intelligent as Newton, public 
sentiment cau generally be depeuded on 
to make a right decisiou. Ou the sewer- 
age questiou, for instance, the people 
generally felt that the ordiuancc was an 
unjust one, that it was pushed through 
without any attempt to present argu- 
ments in its favor, and this had its effect 
on the general result. The people are 
reasonable, and willing to be convinced 
that any measure adopted by the City 
Council is the best possible one for the 
city, but they like to have an attempt 
made to convince them. 

However, we do not feel like giving too 
much weight to the sewerage question. 
We have seen so many voters the pnst 
week, who had no very clear idea on the 
subject, and who had kept so little posted 
on what had been done that they could 
not tell, for instance, what was the in. 
tent of the admirably written circalar 
by Mr. Langford, and which showed 
very clearly the inconsistencies of 
the legislation on the subject. Where 
a voter is not a tax-payer, or where his 
taxes cost him uo self-sacrifice, he takes 
very little interest iu what is done at 
City hall. With these voters, who repre- 
sent a large class, the inconsistency of a 
man who claimed to be a straight Re- 
publican and to have always voted a 
straight ticket, on being defeated iu his 
own party convention making a contest 
in the caucus of the party he has always 
opposed, and on beiug defeated again, 
taking out nomination papers, appealed 
with great force, and this was a power* 
ful element in Mr. Harbacb’s defeat. If 
a man is a strong partisan, that is no ob- 
jection to him in a city election, if he 
oniy sticks to his convictions when seek- 
ing a uominatieu. It U fortutate 
however, that Mr. Harbach took the 
course he did, as the lesson is a valuable 
one, and other candidates for the Mayor- 
alty in future years will probably lay it 
aside for reference. 

The iufiueuce of the Newton paperB iu 
a city election evidently counts for 
something, judging from the result, as 
their opinions ou city matters are houest 
expressions of sentiment, and they can- 
no he bought, as events have proved. A 
candidate should not needlessly take 
pains to expiess his poor opinion of the 
newspapers, and the men who conduct 
them, and, in the preseut campaign, 
every newspaper tnau iu the city, corres- 
pondents of Uostou papers and all, were 
in favor of Mr. Fenno, aud against his 
opponent. 

There were many reasons for Mr. 
Feuno’s election and all of them together 
give a very satisfactory explanation of 
the result. 

All will agree, uow that the coutest is 
over, that we have an excellent prospect 
of u wise administration under Mr. Fenno, 
lie has a thorough knowledge of city af- 
fairs, he is by nature conservative and 
willing to hear all sides, and after care- 
ful deliberation be makes up his mind, 
aud is as resolute iu support of what he 
believes to be right as any mayor we 
ever hud. lie did not seek the ofiice,and 
bis nomination came to him so freely 
that he is not bouud by any pledges. 
There is every reason to expect the same 
business-like and economical adiniustra- 
tiou that we have had for the past two 
years, under Mayor Hibbard. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

The aldcrmanic contest was certainly 
a remarkable one, aud the voters have 
chosen an entirely new board for the 
coining year. The ouly old member who 
was up for re-clecliou was Alderman 
Wilson, and at first his election was con- 
ceded by all parties, but the liarbaolr 


men could not forgive him for helping to 
I defeat their candidate in both conven- 
I tions, and so many conflicting stories 
were told in regard to his position on the 
mayoralty iquestion that the voters did 
j not know where to place him. Ho only 
carried Wards Five and Seven, the latter 
by three votes. His opponent, Mr. H. II. 
Hunt, has seen service in the lower 
branch, where he was a very useful 
member, and he will probably make 
goodrMr. Wilson’a plaoe. He received a 
majority of 185 in his own ward, which 
shows what the people who know him 
best think of his merits. 

Mr. D. R. Emerson of Ward One had 
an easy victory over Councilman Fork- 
nail, carrying his own ward by 121 votes 
and every ward In the city but Ward 
Five. Mr. Emerson will be a great addi- 
tion to tho board and is admirably fitted 
to succeed Alderman Wilson as chair- 
man of the finance committoo. 

Mr. Rumery of Ward Two is elected 
over Mr. Ross by 102 votes, which was a 
substantial showing for the latter in the 
general downfall of his tickot, by au 
average of several times that number. 
Mr. Rumery carried his own ward, but 
Mr. Ross carried Wards Five, Six and 
Sovoti. 

Ward Four will send Mr. Plummor, 
who carried his own ward and all the 
other wards but Six and Seven. 

Ward Five sends Dr. Thompson, who 
has 229 majority over Mr. Moulton, and 
carried his own ward by a substantial 
majority, being tho only Citizens’ candi- 
date for alderman to carry Ward Five. 

In Wards Six and Seven there was no 
contest, so that Messrs. Roffe and Both- 
fold had a unanimous vote. 

From tho character and standing of tho 
men elected, it will be seen that Mayor 
Fenno will have the assistance of an un- 
usually strong board of aldermen, and 
one which will be very harmonious in 
workiug together for tho welfare of the 
city. There is excellent material to 
make good chairmen of the committees, 
and the lack of experience of some of 
the members is counterbalanced by their 
being practical business men. 

CITY COUNCIL OFFICIALS. 


Tho officers to be elected by both 
branches 01 the City Couucil are uow 
being talked about. Aldoi man-elect 
Bothfeld is considered certain to bo 
clioseu President of the board of aider- 
men, without opposition, his fitness 
being conceded. 

For President of the Common Council 
both Councilmen Weed and Knapp aro 
spoken of, and there is likely to be more 
or less of a contest over that office. 

The aldermen are considering, it is 
said, a change in the time of meeting 
from 7.15 in the evening to 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, and the majority of mem- 
bers look very favorably on the change. 
It would do away with late sessions and 
the expenses for carriages and midnight 
lunches would be avoided, and then if it 
was necessary the Common Council 
could meet iu the evening and finish the 
business the same day 

Mr. M. J. Duane’s name was in- 
cluded in the list of workers for Mr. 
Harbach, but he was not a Harbach 
worker aud we are glad to correct the 
error. Mr. Duane says he felt favorably 
towards Mr. Harbach, but when the 
Ward Six aldermau was defeated iu the 
Citizens’ convention, he could not honor- 
ably work for him. When he attends a 
convention he does so with the intention 
of supporting the nominee of that con- 
vention, and when Mr. Fenno WdB 
nominated he felt that it was his duty to 
work for his election. The Harbach 
workers claimed Mr. Duane, but they 
were mistaken as one of them discovered, 
Mr. Duane’s position iu the election did 
him credit, and judging from the result 
there were lots of other men who felt the 
same way. 

The Common Couucil will have a large 
number of uew men, next year. Messrs. 1 
Wellington Howes and J. E. Briston 
make a stronger combination than Ward 
One has for years sent to that body, both 
being enterprising business men and 
property owners. Ward Two ro-electH j 
Mr. Green and sends Mr. E. P. Hatch, 
who will be a valuable addition to the 
board. Wards Three and Four re-elect 
both of their former representatives, 
Ward Five sends two new’ men iu Messrs. 
Ross and Turuer, Ward Six re-elects 
Mr. Degeu, aud sends a new man in Mr. 
Parker aud Ward Seven re-elects Mr. 
Weed, aud sends a new’ member iu Mr. 
Tolmau. 


The two circulars which are eredited 
with haviug the most influence ou the 
election, were tLo*e of Mr. J. T. Lang- 
ford aud of Mr. R, H. Gardiner, The 
former set out very clearly what had 
been doue in regard to sewer assess- 
ments, the changes that have been made, 
and the inconsistencies as well au the un- 
just feature*, of the preseut ordinance. 
To those who have received bills for 
sewer assessments, the statements made 
appealed very strongly. Mr. Gardiner’s 
letter was also a very straight-forward 1 
document, setting forth very clearly liin i 
positiou on the mayoralty questiou. 

Hit. CitEiioUE lias been often asked to 
elaborate the plan he suggested at a 
hearing at City Hall, for eolleetiug the I 
cost of sewerage iu the same manner as I 
tho water rates are collected. Now that | 
the result of the election seems to imply 
that the present ordinance may he modi- 
i lied, Dr. CTebore has writteu out his 
plan in detail, aud it is given iu auother 
columu. Jt is certainly u very uttructiye 
plan, aud apportions the cost on the 
1 user, and not ou land that may never l a : 
sewered. The plan deserves caret ul con- | 
sideiation. 


At the session of the board of alder- 
men, Tuesday night, au order presented 
by Alderman Sheppard for the improve- 
ment of Newton passed unanimously. It 
provided for the appointment of a com- 


mission of threo Newton citizens to serve 
without pay, and to cousidor and roport 
bofore .Tan, 1, 1894, on a system of boule- 
vards for tho improvement of unoooupied 
and other land in Newton. This would 
mcau some intelligent action on this im- 
portant question. 

The reoeipta from Hospital Sunday 
collections promlae now to uoarly reach 
six thousand dollars. The most generous 
collections came from the Eliot, Chan- 
cing and Grace churohes in Newton, theso 
three contributing about half of the tota* 
amount oollected. Their generosity is 
worthy of imitation by tho churches in 
Newton Contre, for instance, where are 
two of tho wealthiest churches in tho 
city, or by other wealthy churohes in the 
other Wards. The Unitarian ohurch of 
West Newton and the Baptist ohurch of 
Newton Centre liavo not yet reported, but 
it is said that the former church will 
send nearly a thousand dollars. If the 
Newtou Centre church doos as well it 
will swell the total to nearly $7,000. 


The publication of election expenses 
makes very interesting reading, but 
one wonders if all the items really 
got into the returns. The law is 
quite explicit, but there aro numerous 
ways of evading it, as has already been 
found. But the spectacle of an eleotion 
in this stato costing such an immense 
sum is not a pleasant one to contem- 
plate. 

Gen. Draper returns his eloction ex- 
penses ns $7815, about a third of which 
w’ent to the Republican newspapers in the 
district. That is a pretty lar^o sum nnd a 
little moro than double the amount ex- 
pended by Congressman Williams, but it 
was a more trifle to so wealthy a man as 
Geu. Draper. 

The total vote for Mayor was 3228, 
about the usual falling off from the presi- 
dential vote, which was 4107. Tho great- 
est decrease was in Ward Six and Ward 
Seveu, where thero wore no contosts for 
nldermeu. Ward Six had a fifth of the 
stay at home votprs iu tho city. 

Among the contributors from Newtou 
to the Republican statu committees cam- 
paign fund aro Aldeu Speare, $500; 
Samuel Hano, $25; N. P. Coburn, $50; 
C. T. Pulsifer, $25. The committee ex- 
pended $50,335.77 • 


ALDEItM EX-ELECT BOTIIFKLI), Roffe, 
Hunt aud Thompson have all seen ser- 
vice in tho common council, the latter 
serving in 1S83-4, and the other aldermeu 
are uew iu city affairs. 

Precinct One, Ward One, and Pre- 
ciuct Two, Ward Four, voted for license, 
the only two preciucts in the city so vot- 
ing- 

Newton voters appear to have had uo 
ditliculty in markiug their ballots pro- 
perly, either in the city or the state elec- 
tion.

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STORY OF A PLAIN MAN 

HISTORY OF ONE BUSINESS ENTER- 
PRISE IN NEW YORK. 

A Youth Who Ron Away from Home 

nnd Went to the Metropolis Grew to 

Re a Very Successful Merchant — Ills 

Wife’s Share In Ills Great Sueecss. 

A good example of how fortunes are 
made in New York city is afforded by 
the life and business operations of Mil- 
lard Fillmore Tompkins, who died at the | 
age of thirty-nine years. Mr. Tompkins 
was almost penniless when, a mere boy, 
he first came to this city. He understood 
his bnsineas, however, and he had the 
courage to strike out into a new path. 
The result was that building his busi- 
ness up little by little he died worth 
$600,000. To his wife, fully as much as 
to himself, this success is due. and Mr. 
Tompkins was always the first to ac- 
knowledge this. 

When Mr. Tompkins was fourteen 
years old he ran away from the home 
where he was born, at Newport, R. 1.. 
and came to this city, with the usual 
resolve of making a fortune for him- 
self. He had ten dollars in his pocket 
when he started. This, with what 
knowledge of groceries ho had picked 
up at the markets near liis home, consti- 
tuted his stock in trade. Naturally on 
reaching the city he drifted to the gro- 
cery districts, and got work as clerk in 
a grocery store on Catharine street. 
The proprietor of the store at first paid 
the lad barely enough to keep him alive, 
but realizing that young Tompkins was 
getting so thorough a knowledge of the 
trade as to make him valuable he raised 
his wages very soon. 

Instead of living in accordance with 
his increased means, Tompkins contin- 
ued to live in the same manner as be- 
fore, putting aside all his surplus money 
foT the purpose of buying a horse and 
truck. A picture of him taken shortly 
after his fifteenth birthday looks more 
like that of a man of twenty-eight than 
a young boy. He was then tall and well 
developed, with a good sized mustache 
and “sideburns.'” It was more than two 
years before the young clerk had saved 
enough to buy such a horse and truck 
as lie wanted. When at length he went 
into the truck business he made money i 
so rapidly that at the eud of two years ; 
he was enabled to sell out and establish 
a retail grocery store in Spring street, 
near Clinton market. 

It had been his idea since his arrival 
in New York to own a grocery store. 
There were at that time no cheap cash 
down groceries in the city. Tompkins 
made up his mind that there was money ' 
to be made in a purely cash business, 
with a cheap scale of prices for trade 
among the poorer people. Following 
out this idea he increased his business to 
such an extent that he soon moved to a 
larger store, and then to a still larger 
one. Within two years after the pur- 
chase of his first store Mr. Tompkins, 
now twenty-one years old, bought out 
Hie large grocery at Spring and Sullivan 
streets, and hired another buildiug for a 
storehouse near by. It was about this 
time that he met Mina Josephine Coop- 
er, of 27 Charlton street. He fell in love 
with her, and after a short courtship, 
notwithstanding that Miss Cooper was 
only sixteen years old, they were mar- 
ried. From that time on Mr. Tompkins 
had a partner in his business as well us 
in his life. 

“You go on and extend the business,” 
said young Mrs. Tompkins to her hus- 
band. ”1 can manage the Spring street 
store while you look after the general 
matters.” And she did. With a school 
knowledge of figures and bookkeeping 
she went into the Spring street store, 
mastered the business in every detail, 
and ulone and unaided has conducted it 
up to the present time in such a manner 
as to make it the most successful estab- 
lishment owned by Mr. Tompkins. The 
business spread steadily, new stores be- | 
ing established in Bleecker street, Niutli 
and Sixth avenues, ami in other place- 
in this city and Jersey City, until at tie- 
time of his death Mr. Tompkins owned 
eleven retail stores, besides the two j 
wholesale establishments at 55MJ1 Guuse 
voort street. 

From the first Mr. Tompkins stuck by 
his principles of cash payments. Hu 
discounted all his bills, and thus was 
able to buy where others could not, 
dealers who were in weed of ready 
money often coining to him in prefer- 
ence to others, as they knew that they 
could get cash for their goods. It was 
his idea to drop gradually his retail 
trade and go into the wholesale busi- 
ness entirely. The care of so many es- 
tablishments was wearing on him, but 
he absolutely refused to let uuy one else 
take part in the management. 

“I have built up the business and 1 
will run it," lie said. “I want no part- 
ners or managers to tell me what to do. 
When 1 want advice I can go to my 
wife. I would rather have her judg- 
ment on matters connected with the 
grocery business than that of any man 
in New York. I have been guided al- 
ways by her advice, and to her fully as 
much, if not more than to myself, the 
success of our business is due." — New 
York Sun.

By placing two iron bars at seven or J 
eight yurds distance from each other. , 
aud putting them in communication on 
one side by an insulated wire and on the 
other side with a telephone, it is said that 
a storm can be predicted twelve hours 
ahead through a certain dead sound 
heard in the receiver. — .Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


Royal Person* Who Own American Tamd. 

According to the information and be* 
lief of a wide awake member of the 
Real Estate exchange, nearly all of the 
foreign potentates are investors in New 
York real estate. He declares that the 
purchase of a valuable piece of property 
in Nassau street, made about a year ago 
by a foregu banking bouse, was an in- 
vestment of Queen Victoria's. “The 
queen owns other real estate in this 
city." said the well posted limn, “and 
she lias bought thousands of acres of 
land out west. The royal family of 
Germany has extensive investments in 
this city and elsewhere, and so has the 
king of Sweden. The ex-Eiupress Isa- 
bella of Spain owns several pieces of 
property in this city and in other parts 
of the United States. She is a woman 
of great foresight. The land on which 
the Western Union building stands was 
once the property of the Empress Eu- 
genie. and 1 presume that she still has 
some investments here. 

"King Humbert of Italy is reputed to 
be a judicious buyer of property in this 
country, and persons suspected of being 
agents of the czar of Russia have been 
looking abont on this side of the water 
for first class investments. I tell yon 
those people who are in the king busi- 
ness in Europe are shrewd. They can- 
not tell how soon they may be shaken 
off their thrones by political revolutions, 
and they mean to have something to fall 
back on in this land of the free. How 
much better off Dom Pedro would have 
been if he had invested a few millions of 
Brazilian money here several years ago.” 
—New York Times. 


Comniutiicnt inf? -with Purls. 

The methods employed by the Parisian 
authorities for communicating with the 
provinces during the siege of Paris were 
persevering and ingenious. The princi- 
pal means of sending letters was by bal- 
loons and carrier pigeons, but many 
other plans were tried. It was almost 
impossible for a messenger to get through 
the German lines. Even when other 
difficulties could be overcome the dan- 
ger of a search and a discovery of the 
dispatch was great. 

Many of the messengers made incisions 
in the skin and hid a dispatch under the 
epidermis. Others provided themselves 
with hollow ten centime pieces or hol- 
low keys, which could be opened like a 
box and in which dispatches could bo 
hidden. One was accustomed to hide 
his dispatch under an artificial hollow 
tooth. These dispatches of course were 
written in cipher, and covered only a 
fragment of paper. 

Attempts were made to cross the 
enemy's lines by following the caves and 
natural tunnels under the left branch of 
the Seine, and by diving and crossing 
the bed of the river in diving suits, but 
these plans failed. 

A curious scheme was the putting of 
letters into little hollow spheres of zinc, 
and throwiug these spheres into the 
Seine or its tributaries, hoping tliut they 
would float to Paris. They did float to 
Paris, but not until after the armistice. 
It was supposed that they were stopped 
by dams, or that they were discovered 
and held back by the Germans until tlie 
siege was at an end. — Youth's Compan- 
ion. 

Origin of "Lynch Law." 

Webster's Dictionary, title “Lynch 
law,’’ says: “The practice of punishing 
meu for crimes or offenses by private, 
unauthorized persons, without a legal 
trial. The term is said to be derived 
from a Virginia fanner named Lynch, 
who thus took the law into his own 
hands.” These are the main facts in re- 
gard to the origin of this celebrated 
“law." which, as a matter of fact, is not 
“law” at all. 

In Campbell county, Va., some of the 
rankest and most obnoxious Tories were 
taken care of by law, but there were 
many others not reachable by the statu- 
tory enactment. This being the case, 
Colonel Charles Lynch, Colonel Robert 
Auderson, his brother-in-law, and one 
Calloway, a neighbor, determined to rid 
their part of the county of its enemies. 
They accordingly seized the leaders of 
the several Tory factions aud flogged 
them so severely that they were only toe* 
glad of the chance offered them to 
“leave, and leave for good.” 

This summary treatment having 
proved so effectual in Campbell county, 
it was soon tried iu other counties where 
King George had the strongest follow- 
ing. Such procedures soon became 
known as “trials by Judge Lynch," aud 
the “justice" obtained iu such courts as 
“Lynch law.” — St. Louis Republic. 

Universality of tlie Sign Language. 

It is a fact worth noting that the signs 
used by the Indians of North Amerioa 
are identical in may instances with those 
employed by the deaf mutes of today. 
A short time ago a friend of the writer, 
who had spent considerable time among 
the Indians, but who had never talked 
with a deaf mute before, conversed with 
some pupils of the New York institution 
by means of signs which he had learned 
from the red men. "Where are you go- 
ing/" and J am going away on horse- 
back," were the same when given by the 
deaf mutes and by the visitor. 

Another instance showing the sign 
language to lie a universal one was 
when the mother of the writer, herself 
a deaf person, while attending a con- 
vention of instructors of the deaf in 
France, conversed on various topics 
with a mute friend by means of signs. 
The French lady had no knowledge of 
the English language, while the Ameri- 
can knew hardly u word of French. — 
Bcribner's.

Women with No Children. 

The fact that the total population 
of the United States lme fallen below 
the popular estimate of 04,000,000 is 
likely to call attention to the fecundity 
of American women. Not long ago a 
newspaper took a census of the children 
in certain fashionable quarters in New 
York city and brought to light the fact 
thnt comparatively few children gladden 
the spacious homes of Murray hill, and 
that the birth rato there was alarmingly 
low. The last state census of Massachu- 
setts brings out some interesting facts in 
relation to the percentage of married 
Women having no children. Here is a 
tablo compiled from the Massachusetts 
census showing the percentage of native 
and of foreign l>orn women having no 
children:

On the other hand, instend 
of over 20 per cent., only 13.27 per cent, 
of the foreign born women of Massachu- 
setts are childless. What is true of this 
state is undoubtedly in a greater or less 
degree true throughout the country. 
Tho time has come when we must face 
the fact that tho increase of population 
by birth is decreasing — that tho tendency 
of the times among well to do Ameri- 
cans is to small families, and that one- 
fifth of our native married women are 
childless. — Chicago Tribune.

Bicycle Mall Delivery. 

In an interview Postmaster General 
Wanamaker, in the Indianapolis Jour- 
nal, suys: 

Free postal delivery in the rural dis- 
tricts is coming some time. The gov- 
ernment does not give the farmer his 
share of tho benefits of the mails. In 
another year, I think, the postoffice de- 
partment will be self sustaining, and I 
think the time will then be ripe for the 
inauguration of the free delivery of 
mails in the rural districts. The plan, 
however, is feasible only where there 
are good roads, because it involves the 
use of bicycles. I am glad to know yonr 
state is beginning to show an interest in 
good roads. 

It is quite possible, with roads passa- 
ble at all seasons of the year, to operate 
the rural delivery system, and also col- 
lect the mails from the boxes placed 
along the road. There are some parts 
of rural districts near Philadelphia 
which might have the delivery now if 
there were money to equip such service. 
We are using bicycles in Washington 
with good success in deliveries as well 
as collections. It is entirely feasible 
and also proper to extend every advan- 
tage of our mail service to the farmers. 


Breaking Up a Square. 

A discussion seems to be going on as to 
whether an infantry square can be broken 
by a charge of men on foot or on horse- 
back. To the nonmilitary mind this 
would seem impossible, provided that 
the square is properly formed. But I 
read the other day that the French in 
Dahomey cast melinite bombs into an 
intrenchment of tho enemy, with the re- 
sult that the assailants themselves had 
to fall baek in order not to bo destroyed 
by the suffocating fumes. 

Is this a fact or an effort of the jour- 
nalistic imagination? If the former, 
what is to prevent melinite being fired 
1 into any dense mass of men on a battle- 
field, whether in square or in any other 
formation, and emitting such fumes 
that the square would ceuse to exist? 
Admitting the truth of the statement, it 
I seems to me likely to render Avar so ex- 
j ceedingly dangerous a pastime that few 
sane human beings will be willing to 
engage in it. — London Truth. 


Royalty's Reception ltooui. 

J The grand reception room at Windsor 
castle is at present iu the hands of the 
workmen, who ure executing a process 
of redecorating and regilding. This 
magnificent chamber is one of the state 
apartments, but last year it was used as 
a greenroom for both opera comique and 
grand opera, when various companies 
by royal command gave entertainments 
in the Waterloo chamber. 

There are six superb pieces of old

There is 
a place for its insertion, and by seeming 
to hold it together it attains a utilita- 
rian phase, iu that it is an aid in gloss- 
ing over the percentage of madeup sng- 
gestiveness that is always more or less 
associated with the imitative article. 

The madeup flat or puff scarf, if worn 
without a scarfpin, discloses its arti- 
ficiality in all the baldness of its me- 
chanical inferiority. It is a curious 
paradox in the fashions, therefore, that 
the scarfing that does not actually need 
the scarfpin in reality requires it most 
of all. 

In the self tied De Joinville, or its 
madeup reprodtiction, the scarfpin must 
pierce the cross folds at the intersec- 
tion. — Clothier and Furnisher.

A lady of fine artistic taste has dis- 
covered that at church parade her 
prayer hook, by its incongruous color? 
entirely ruined the effect of a carefully 
conceived costume. It struck a discord 
in an otherwise perfectly harmonious 
dress. This has been remedied by hav- 
ing a cover to her prayer book which 
shall be perfectly in accord with the 
leading tone of her garments. The 
prayer hook cover will henceforth re- 
ceive as attentive consideration as the 
bonnet, the gloves and the sunshade, 
and no jarring note of color will be in- 
troduced by means of a volume bound 
in blue velvet or in scarlet morocco. -

An Editor Honored. 

Saturday all his brethren of The Pub- 
lic Ledger, of Philadelphia, united in 
giving a reception at the Drexel insti- 
tute in honor of Colonel M. Richards 
Muckle.

Sewer Assessments. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

The plan of sewer assessments pro- 
posed by Mr. Crehore is to my mind most 
unwise. It places the burdeu of expense 
where it is least able to be borne and is 
in direct opposition to the generally ac- 
cepted ideas regarding taxation. 

It is however in line with many of the 
practices of out city institutions aud as 
many other Tmposers of taxes place the 
burden of expense upon the pooler 
classes it may be that Mr, Crehore’s plan 
may find first favor. This is why I urge 
a protest against it. 

I have lived in several cities and in no 
other place do I find that water is sold 
by measure. Iu a great majority of 
places the water rates are based upon the 
ciumber oi faucets, or upon the valuation 
' of the estate, and extra charge is made 
for bath tubs and the use of hose. To 
charge by meter is perhaps a fair way, for 
a man pays for what be gets, but Mrs. 
O’Flanagan who takes in washing pays 
more than Mr. Nabob though she can ill 
afford to do so. The Water Board im- 
poses another tax that is both unneces- 
sary and unjust. They make us pay $2 a 
year for the use of a meter that is worth 
not more than $S. 1 liavo alreadylpaid 

$12 for au $8 meter and 1 don’t know but 
that I shall pav double this sum for it.

It must he admitted that though the 
number of eggs destroyed was very large 
yet the number of worms was not ap- 
parently materially diminished. At least 
we cannot speak of this method of war- 
fare as adequate lor the annihilation of 
the enemy. Aud practically this is what 
we must strive to accomplish. I do uot 
hesitate to allirni that with the reason- 
able aid of the city authorities this might 
be done aud at u very moderate cost. 

Let the city provide a spraying out-fit, 
u mounted pump with a cyclone nossle, 
a horse with two men and make it their 
busiuess to spray the infested trees aloug 
the highways aud such orchards as may 
be agreed upon at a fixed price. Many 
miles <>1 road aud many hundreds of trees 
could be covered in a day. The cost hus 
been estimated at from two to five emits 
per tree. There is no qu^stiou but that 
tiiis inode of treatment is effectual. And il 
is clear that only the public authorities 
can covei entire sections, or do the work 
systematically, economically aud as ex- 
perts. it i*, expected that the legislature 
will be petitioned, at its coming sessiou, 
to enact u statute iu relation to this sub- 
ject of insect pests. May we uot also ex- 
pert that our City government will bo 
aleit to cope with this nuisance iu the 
coming season. .Surely it will uot again 
permit such a frightful object lesson us 
was seou ou the City Farm t lie past sea- 
son.

Newton Collage Hospital. 

At the last quarterly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, Dr. Raton presented 
the following report for tlio executive 
committee: 

Two matters of extreme importance 
liavo engaged tho attention of the oxecu 
tive committee since the last mooting of 
the board ot trustees— the appointment 
of a tnodical superintendent, and the 
oloction of a now matron. It has bc- 
como increasingly evident, during tho 
past year, that Romo moans must ho de- 
vised for lightening tho matron’s duties. 
You aro all awaro that sho came perilous- 
ly noar to a breakdown, and needed a 
long vacation hofore she was able to re- 
sume her duties horo. Tho most practic- 
able mothod of bringing her burdens 
within tho limits of ono woman’s strength 
appeared to ho the appointment of a 
superintendent, who should Attend to the 
purchase of medical and surgical supplies, 
act as a medium of communication be- 
tween the staff and the executive com- 
mittee, and look after all matters pertain- 
ing to the admission and discharge of 
patiouts, and the torni9 upon which they 
shall he received. Dr. Francis George 
Curtis has been appointed to this office, 
and serves without pay. Whether the 
hospital will always In* ablo to command 
such gratuitous sorviao, is a question; 
thoro is no question hut thnt some di- 
vision of t he matron’s duties was impera- 
tive, and wo wore fortuuate in being ablo 
to solve tho problem, even for a time, 
without asking for another salary. 
Rules have beeu carefully drawn defining 
tho duties of the superintendent, aud 
8ome|chaugc8 made iu the rules of the 
executive committee in rofercuco to the 
work of the matron, so that tliore may 
be no clashing or conflict of authority. 
Also wo recommend to tho corporation a 
slight change iu tho By-Laws, viz: That 
in the first liuo of the fourth paragraph, 
of Ai t. X, tho word "superintendent’’ bo 
insertod boforo the word "matron.’’ 

You aro awaro that our matron has re- 
signed her office and will leave us as 
soon as lier successor can take up tho 
work. Miss Petors is oudeared to all of 
us by a fidelity that has never faltoied, 
and by a skillful service of increasing 
efficiency. We let lior go with deep re- 
gret. The executive committee lias ad- 
dressed itself to tho task of choosing a 
now matron with a determination to got 
tlio vory best. Special acknowledgments 
aro due to Dr. Thayer for a largo amount 
of valuable time spent in prosecutiug tho 
search. After a good deni of correspon- 
dence and interviews with several of 
those most highly recommended, the 
committee has chosen ono who will bo 
pleasing, we hope, to the supporters of 
this institution, and well qualified to 
look after the needs of its beneficiaries. 
Miss McDowell has had a professional 
experience of nine years, of which five 
years were spent in tho London hospital 
and four years in the hospital connoctod 
with Johns Hopkins University. She 
will begin her work hero ou tho first day 
of January, with tho unanimous approval 
of all who have mot her. 

I should be glad to speak of the 
Nurses’ home, whose graceful propor- 
tions have already taken shapo in the 
plaus before you. I believe, however, 
that it is uot within tho scope of this re- 
port. Wo all rejoice at tho prospect of 
having this building whoso foundations 
will be so broad, aud whose walls will 
rise so high. 

It is probably unnecessary to call your 
attention to the fact that tho old and 
dangerous board walk has been removed 
from tho hospital grounds. Tho build- 
jugs are now approached hv n concrete 
walk, laid out in oasy grades, tho gift of 
Messrs. Simpson Brothers. 

The hospital continues to do a large 
and increasing Work. During the month 
of July tho daily average of patients was 
23; in August, 23; in September, 24; in 
October, 31; in November, 20. Last year 
the whole number of patients admitted 
was 208; this year there have so far been 
admitted 313. Wheu we cousidor that 
during the past few mouths our city has 
been very free from opidemics these 
figures are impressive, and point to over- 
crowding, when, iu tho uot distant 
future, wo may encounter a season of 
prevailing sickness.

The course comprises sixteen 
lectures, and includes iu addition to com- 
prehensive and practical Instruction in tho 
functions of the various organs of the body 
(with so much of anatomy as is necessary 
to the intelligent understanding of these) 
and the laws governing their healthful 
action, a series of invaluable talks on 
Emergencies and How to Meet Them, the 
best and most effectual ways of doing which 
are not only explained verbally, hut so far 
as is possible, practically illustrated in 
presence of the students. The young women 
are shown how by intelligent conformity 
to the laws of health they may largely regu- 
late their own doctor’s hills, and demon- 
strate to their own satisfaction the value of 
the "ounce of prevention.”

Auburodale, 
on Tuesday, and were delighted with the 
good cheer provided and the exhibit of 
pretty aud useful things forsule.

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TESTIMONIAL TO A PASTOR. 


TUB CONORKOATION OF T1IK CHURCH OF 
THE SACRED HEART, NEWTON CENTRE, 
PRESENT TllEIR PASTOR, REV. D. J. 
WHOLEY, WITH A COMPLETE DRIVING 
OUTFIT AND AN ADDRESS. 

Tho Catholic pooplo of Nowton Centre 
filled Associates hall, ThanksRlvinR 
n ight to enjoy their annual Thanksgiving 
estival. Tho number in attendance was 
ery large owiug to the fact that it was 
the second anniversary of the appoint- 
ment of Rev. D. «T. Wholoy as their 
pastor, and tho parishonors had long sinco 
determined to make it a memorable oc- 
casion for him. At the appointed time 
the committeo who had charge of the ar- 
rangements took their places on tho plat- 
form. Two of the committeo woro ap- 
pointed to wait on Father Wholoy and 
conduot him to the platform, his ap- 
pearance there was the signal for long 
continued cheers and applause. Aftor 
some selections by Levi’s orchestra, Mr 
Frank Hurley, chairman of the committoo 
introduced Mr.Patrick McGrath, who de- 
livered an address expressive of the 
gratitude of tho people for bis services 
in the causo of tho church and for them 
and their good wishes for the future. 
The applause that followed the address 
proved boyoud a doubt that Mr. McGrath 
expressed the sentiments of all the 
parishonors, both old and young. At tho 
close of the address, Mr. Thomas W. 
Mullen on behalf of the committoo and 
parishonors announced in a few well 
chosen and fitting words to Father 
Wohley that their gift to him on this tho 
. second anniversary of his ooraing among 
them, consisted of a handsome Goddard 
buggy and a sleigh to match it, a com- 
plete set of carriage and sleigh robes, 
a kind, sound and speedy horse; a load 
of hay and grain also formed a part of 
the gift. 

When Mr. Mullen had concluded, 
Father Wholey arose and for several 
minutes ho was obliged to remain silent 
bowing his acknowledgment to the ap- 

E lause that greeted him. When quiet 
ad been restored he said — 

“My Dear People— On tho 24th of Nov. 
1890, just two years ago this evening, I 
sat in my room in St. Joseph’s rectory, 
reading a letter which I had juBt received 
from His Grace Archbishop Williams, in- 
forming me that he had created a new 
parish at Newton Centre and appointed 
me to be the pastor of this parish. I came 
here a stranger to you, but you made me 
feel at home on my arrival by tho warm 
welcome and the kind greetings you ex- 
tended to me. At the close of my first 
mass here, I asked you to grant me one 
only favor— I asked you to give me your 
good will aud I assured you that with it 
and the blessing of God, the work of 
organizing a parish and of erecting a 
church worthy of tho parish, could be 
easily accomplished. That you granted 
my request no one who reflects on the 
work that has been done in this parish 
during the past two years can doubt. 
When priest and people labor zealously 
together, grand results must follow as 
may bo seen in tho change effected in 
what was known a little more than a year 
ago as the church lot, where now stands 
the Church of the Sacred Heart, not yet 
completed it is true, but so far advanced 
toward completion in so short a time as 
to excite admiration of the zeal and 
enorgy of the Catholics of this seotion of 
Newton, not only among other Catholic 
parishes, but among all denominations 
as well. In the address just delivered, 
an address filled with seutiments of devo- 
tion, affection, praise and gratitude. You 
attribute to mo and to my efforts by far 
the lion’s share of the success attained. 
But, my dear friends, all my eff orts and 
whatever zeal I may have shown would 
liavd been fruitless, if not seconded by 
the hearty co operation you have so 
generously given me. I wish I were able 
to give full expression in words to my 
grateful appreciation of tho manner in 
which you have labored with me. Lot 
me assure you that to me it is a pleasure 
to live and labor amongst you in the 
character of a Catholic Priest, for I re- 
ceive from you a ready response to every 
effort I put forth to promote your spiritu- 
al and moral welfare, and on all sides I 
hear words of encouragement and see 
proofs of your eagerness to assist mo iu 
your work aud mine. The most valued 
aud precious return a people can make to 
their pastor is to give him proof by lead- 
ing sober, just and pious lives, that the 
teachings aud precepts which, ns minister 
of the word of God, he announces to you 
are not spokeu iu vaio, for to see those 
entrusted to bis spiritual care, endeavor- 
ing to make their life one of purity, 
temperanco aud charity and by a strict 
observance in daily life of the lessons he 
inculcates conscientiously performing 
their duties to God and to the state is to 
God’s priest far more acceptable than tho 
most precious earthly gifts you could be- 
stow upon him. My own observations 
and the testimony given of you by the 
community at largo in regard to your 
fidelity to your religious duties and to 
your duty as citizens are most satisfac- 
tory to me. If you were not satisfied 
with the manner in which the affaiis of 
tho parish woro conducted duriug my 
first year among you, you would not 
have soon the delegation of young ladies 
aud gentlemen who called at the parochi- 
al residence one year ago to night, and 
gave me so pleasant a surprise together 
with a woll-lilled purse, that according 
to tho description given of me by one of 
the committee ( I appeared like a little 
boy who had most unexpectedly reoeiyed 
au immense gift and knew not whether 
to laugh or to cry.’ If you were not satis- 
fied with what has been done duriug the 
past year and with the manner in which 
everything has boon done, you would not 
be here on this second anniversary iu 
such large numbers, to shure my joy in 
being made the recipient of this magnifi- 
cent and oostly gift (or rather gifts for 
there are many of them) as a proof of 
your loyulty to mu and your kind regard 
for me. 1 thank you most heartily for 
this manifestation of the kindly feeliugs 
you eutertaiu for mu the word thanks 
many, muuy times repeated could not ex- 
press my gratitude to you for this valu- 
able gift. Muy every succeeding anni- 
versary find us us lirmly bound as pastor 
aud people iu affection for aud devotion 
to each other as the second uuuivorsury 
Muds us, uud keeping alive the spirit of 
zeal uud sacrifice as iu the past, we shall 
eie long have the happiness of seeing our 
church completed, a monument or our 
faith aud of our devotion to our holy 
religion as well as au oruameut to this 
section of tho city of Newton.” 

At the close of his remarks Father 
Wholoy received rounds of applause and 
after three huurty cheers for their l'astor 
aud a selection by Levi’s orchestra the 
festivities of tho evening wore resumed. 

Tho votiug contest for the lady’s haud- 
some gold watch closed at 10.30 p. m , 
when Miss Jeuuie A. Tierney was de- 
clared the wiuuer, she haviug received 


2.130 votes, tho next, highest number be- 
ing 1,320. 

The watch was the gift of Rev. I). J. 
Wholey, who iu a brief speech presented 
it to the victorious, competitor.

A SENSIBLE SCHEME. 


There is a plan under consideration of 
introducing some better method of se- 
lecting candidates for city offices, and the 
one proposed has many arguments in its 
favor, and would do away with the hap- 
hazard methods which now prevail. 
Newton has been very fortunate in the 
class of men who have represented it in 
the oity council, but the city is growine 
larger, and it is generally felt that the 
present methods might be improved 
upon. 

The plan is to form a sort of business 
men’s association, composed of two or 
threo of the most prominent men of each 
of the political parties iu each ward, aud 
have them pass upon the candidates to 
be nominated. Such a plan has for some 
time been tried in Cambridge, with 
happy results, and there the organization 
is called the Library Hall Association. 
The men composing it are of such high 
character that any candidate they en- 
dorse is generally accepted by that largo 
class of voters who wish to support the 
best meu, but who will not take the time 
and trouble to post themselves on oity 
matters. In the election held this week, 
the candidate endorsed by the Library 
Hall Association, Col. Bancroft, was 
elected mayor of Cambridge, iu spite of 
the popularity of Mayor Alger, who was 
up for re-election. 

Here in Newton, the last election 
demonstrated that the Republican Ward 
and City Committee is not to be depend- 
ed upon in city campaigns. The members 
were some of them for the candidate of 
their party, but the majority was so de- 
moralized that no effort was made to call 
£hem together, and some of them were 
even candidates for office before the 
Citizen’s convention. National politics 
ought not to have auything to do with 
city allairs, so that the action of the 
•committee was not surprising, but the 
result showed the necessity of having 
aome organization that will work to- 
gether for the interests of the city, aud 
also have some sort of business-like prin- 
ciples. Hitherto there has not been much 
interest in the nominations of the Re- 
publican convention, as the general feel- 
ing has beeu that if any mistakes were 
made, they would be corrected by the 
Citizens’ Convention, aud they generally 
have been, as voters of all parties join to 
revise the first nominations, aud ou elec- 
tion day the revision is almost always en- 
dorsed. 

The business men's association would 
be useful iu the preliminary work, aud 
they could meet before either couven- 
aon and consider what candidates a care- 
ful regard for the interests of the city 
would allow’ them to endorse, and the 
nominations could then be left to the 
regular conventions. With such a body to 
sit in judgment, there would be less 
temptatiou to carry a caucus for this or 
Lhat ambitious candidate, and the method 
of selecting candidates would become 
unore of a business-like process. The 
city is really a business corporation aud 
the voters are the stockholders. They 
all desire, or should lesire, to get the 
most possible for their money, to Lave 
the city work done as economically as is 
consistent with having it well done, and 
in order to secure this, business-like 
methods must be followed iu the selec- 
tion of the officers. 

Another advantage would be that can- 
didates who failed to pass the sorutmy 
of this non-partisan body, would be more 
cautious in going before the people ou 
nomination papers and involving the city 
in the expeuse aud disagreeable features 
of a couteBt. The iiH«ociatiou would 
have to be carefully made up, aud baa 
body large enough to defeat any ward 
ambitious or jealousies, and it the right 
tneo were members such au association 
would have the ouulideuce ot the whole 
city. Any oue oau suggest names of 
xnen who ought to be ou such a commit- 
tee, aud the movement will have the best 
wishes of the public for its success. 


The Commission of Engineers, who 
are to investigate the grade crossing 
problem, buve already begun their labors 
;«.ud have held several meetings. A 
t borough study of the question by coni- 
r>etent meu will be woith all it costs, as 
v.beu we shall have somclbiug delluite on 
(which to form opiuions. The average 
nuau is willing to admit that he is ilTect- 
tad solely by his peisoual interest in the 
matter of the question of moving the 
bracks, but all certaiuly hope that some 
means will be discovered of avoiding a 
kiigb embankment through the city, 
svbu-b would make a disagreeable climb 
tx> the stations, fur all the comiug years, 
ifcud cars ruuuiug ou a high embankment 
would be a constant tenor to all but the 


most sober-minded horses. Widening 
Washington street to the railroad, with 
trains running along one side on an cm- 
bankmont in full view, would not make 
the “boulevard” a pleasant or a safe 
place to drive, although that may be tho 
only way out of the difficulty in which 
the city is placed by having its main 
thoroughfare in such a location. 

Mu. Henry B. Blackwell has written 
a letter, as an original Republican, on the 
future of tho Republican party, in which 
he takes a rather doleful view of things, 
and argues that the only hope is iu giv- 
ing “froe suffrage to all citizens who 
can read and write, irrespective of sex or 
color.” Mr. Blackwell goes on the theory 
that all Americau born women would 
vote the Republican ticket, although tho 
defeat of McKinleyism has been laid to 
the induonce tho womon exerted over 
their husbands and friends, which shows 
that there may bo a doubt whother Mr. 
Blackwell’s comedy for tho present condi- 
tion of things would bo a porfoctly reli- 
able one. He proposes that this winter 
the matt or should bo tested by tho legis- 
lature passing a law giviug womon who 
are qualified to vote in sohool elections 
the right to vote in all city and town 
elections, which would be an excellent 
idea, as the womeu are as much iuter- 
ested in good local government as tho 
men, aud quite as woll informed general- 
ly on local matters. 


One of the peculiar literary features of 
Boston is tho Atlantic Monthly, which 
keeps to the even tenor of its wayi 
year after year, giving to its readers the 
highest class of stories, essays, aud 
poems, and depending on literary merit, 
instead of illustrations, as many of its 
rivals do. It is one of the oldest of the 
monthlies, and tho leading writers in 
New England havo boen among its long 
list of contributors. It still ably repro. 
sonts New Eugland culture aud year 
after year sees it more firmly established 
in its own peculiar place iu our periodi- 
cal literature. For the coming year some 
noted attractions are promised, which 
are outlined in the prospectus in another 
page. 

If all these seneraes for new street 
railways are carried out, Newtou people 
will soon be provided with easy meauB of 
getting from one partjof the city to au 
other. The line to Newton Highlands 
has already made a perceptible difference 
in the travel arouud the circuit, as the 
Boston & Albany high fares are almost 
prohibitive. There is to be a hearing 
Dec. 26th on the petition of the Newton- 
vine & Watertown Company, which asks 
for a location on Walnut and Watertown 
streets. As .Christmas falls' on Sunday, 
the 26th will be a holiday, so that all who 
are interested will hove time to attend.

Ffrovrrfd After Many Yf»r». 

The unearthing of a large quantity j 
pf stolon silverware, gold linetl snuff- 
boxes, etc., in a cave near Jasper, Tonti.. 
pas crent(nl a sensation. The story lients 
Action a long way. During the winter ( 
Of 1863-4 the Federal soldiers were en- 
oanq>ed for some time on Hattie creek. 
A.mong them was an Ohio regiment. 
Kot long since a gentleman appeared in 
the neighborhood ami told the follow- 
ing story: 

Ho was a member of the Ohio regi- 
ment referred to, and in his mess was a 
Soldier who was a bom thief, and who 
never let an opportunity pass to steal 
anything he could carry. During the 
time they were encamped at the month 
of Battle creek he hid his stealings in a 
oave. and so clever was he in his work 
that no suspicion ever fell upon him. A 
ihort time ago the two old comrades 
were together talking over their experi- 
ences. when the story of the stolen sil- 
verware was told and the reqxiest made 
that the gentleman referred to visit the 
locality, search for the cave, and, if pos- 
sible, recover the hidden silverware and 
restore the articles to the rightful own- 
ers or their heirs. 

The old soldier who had so many years 
ago gone wrong is getting aged and fee- 
ble, and to ease his conscience and make 
reparation, as far as in his power, he 
begged his old commander to do this for 
him. He was successful in finding not 
only the place, but the plundor. At 
least 300 pounds of silverware of every 
kind almost was found in the cave, 
ranging from napkin rings to solid silver 
water sets. Many of the articles have 
the owners’ initials on them, and all are 
in a state of good preservation. The 
articles have been taken to a store in the 
village near by, and are being turned 
over to those entitled to them as rapidly 
as possible. — Cor. Houston Post. 


Aerial Torpedoes. 

The Marine Francaise publishes an ar- 
ticle by Admiral Reveillere, in which he 
assures his readers that a revolution in 
naval affairs is approaching not less im- 
portant than that caused by the intro- 
duction of armored ships. The gun will 
cease its contest with the armor plate in 
the sense of seeking to penetrate by its 
shock, and will henceforth scatter d »- 
struction by launching explosive shells 
of large capacity at comparatively low 
velocities. A shell containing 100 kilo- 
grams of panclastite would, he says, 
be a veritable torpedo, and would infal- 
libly destroy whatever it fell upon. The 
gun for this service would be a mortar, 
snch as is used for military purposes, 
and in the admiral’s view a mortar of 
22 cm. (8.6 inches) would replace a gun 
of 14 cm. (5.5 inches), and one of 27 cm. 
(10.6 inches) a gun of 16 cm. (6.2 inches), 
wherever these are found. 

Guns of high velocity, he says, must 
be reserved for action against the per- 
sonnel; they have henceforth no place 
against the ship itself. This proposal is 
but an extension of Admiral Reveillere’s 
project of swift mortar vessels, analo- 
gous to torpedo boats, but constructed 
for the launching of aerial torpedoes. 


The Care of the Soldier. 

“The five years now drawing to a 
close have been marked beyond any 
similar period in the history of the mili- 
tary establishment by legislation and 
modification of regulations calculated 
to ameliorate the condition and improve 
the situation and surroundings of the 
enlisted men.” This is taken from the 
report of the adjutant general of the 
army. New quarter* of the most im- 
proved designs have been erected, the 
vegetable component of the ration Into 
been increased, post exchanges have 
been established, the clothing has been 
increased, new barrack furniture and I 
equipments have been supplied, a 
method of procuring discharges by 
purchase has been provided and the 
enlisted men have the option ut the 
end of three years’ service of re | 
turning to civil life with an honorable i 
discharge, and the existing methods 
of lighting, heating and ventilation of 
the quarters leave nothing to be desired. 

It would seem that the enlisted man has 
no longer reasonable ground of com- j 
plaint. His material surroundings ar< I 
far in advance of those prevailing in any 
Euroi>ean army. — f?ew York Tribune. 

A foil I leal Club. 

A good story is told ou one of the i»o- j 
litical managers. He was approached 
several days before election by a young 
muu who stated that he had organized 
a club of eighteen men and would 
name it after any prominent man who 
would furnish the uniforms. He did 
not want much — just cape dusters and | 
plug huts. The manager studied the 
mutter over, und finally got the dusters 
and hats und threw in some nice canes 
for good measure. 

This is the last that has been heard of 
that club. It has not been named after 
any prominent citizen so fur as any one* 
is aware. It has l>een learned, however, 
that the young men have organized a 
minstrel company, und are prepared to 
give a nicely dressed street parade when 
they start on the road. — Indianapolis 
News.

A Peculiur Find. 


Slavery Still Kxlsta. 

A slave dhow, captured recently by 
H. M. S. Blanche, has just been con- 
demned. She was on her way to Pemba 
when tho attention of the officer of the 
watch was attracted by the unusual 
number of Arabs in n dhow stand 
ing in toward the land. On board- 
ing her tho dhow was found to contain | 
thirty-three slaves and to have come 
from Pangani. Three of the slaves were 
selected by chance to be examined in the 
prize court. 

Of theso two came from the neighbor- 
hood of Mombasa. One, a male, said that 
he had lioen sold by his brother on ac- 
count of famine prevailing in the dis- 
trict: the other, a young woman, sain 
that a year ago she had l>ceii sold by an 
Arab of Mombasa, and had eventually 
been sold to the captain of the dhow; 
the third slave was a little boy, and 
when examined he said lie came from 
Unyamwezi with a caravan. The cap- 
tain of the dliow said it was the business 
of the people on the coast to sell slaves, 
and that lie had paid for every one of 
tho thirty-three slaves and had not stolen 
or kidnaped any. The slaves wore turned 
over to the missionaries, and the captain 
and Arab crew have been dealt with by 
the sultan of Zanzibar. — London Army 
and Navy Gazette. 


Mr. Locke’s Fortunate Find. 

I. N. Locke, of Wayne county, was 
formerly an active trader. In May, 
1872, he was in Chicago, and bought a lot 
for a small sum. He put the deed in an 
envelope and placed it in his pocket with 
other papers. A few days afterward, 
while getting into his buggy, he lost the 
envelope and all its contents. He adver- 
tised for it, but really cared only for tho 
notes, thinking the lot of little value. 
John Ritchey, a victim of softening of 
the brain, was wandering aimlessly on 
the street the day Locke lost his papers. 
He found them and laid them away, and 
even after his death no notice was taken 
of the supposed worthless papers. 

About ten days ago John Ritchey 
found the package and gave it to Mr.

Aguin tho time of year has rolled 
around when deciduous trees shed their 
leaves. The best time to transplant de- 
ciduous trees is during the fall of their 
leaves in tho autumn and the bursting 
of the buds into leaf in the spring. There 
is little choice in many portions of this 
country as to what particular time dur- 
ing tho period mentioned trees should 
bo transplanted so that the soil is in 
proper condition. In this section, where 
winter is well defined, the planting 
period is divided by cold weather into 
fall and spring, and tho relative advan- 
tages of the seasons ure less a matter of 
moment than the fact that not nearly as 
many trees are plunted in either as there 
ought to lie. However, this is an oppor- 
tune time to remind thoso who have a 
place to plant a tree thut fall is a better 
time than spring to set out trees. — Mc-

Purifying the Charles. 

There was a large representation of men 
from the cities and towns along the Charles 
at the United States Hotel. Boston, Thurs- 
day. Neurly every boardlof health or board 
of selectmen was represented and from 
Newton were Alderman S. A. D. Sheppard. 
Councilman Stuples, Dr. D. E. Baker, Otis 
Pettee and Agent French There was a 
good deal of discussion but Dr. Baker 
sounded tiie keynote to the whole question. 
After telling whut Newton was doing in 
the matter, lie said ; "We may tulk forever 
without doing any good, and I believe that 
we should go to the legislature and ask 
for relief there.” 

This suggestion was applauded, and, 
while the doctor was putting the resolutions 
in writing, Mr. Hale and Dr. Clark spoke 
for .Millurd, Judge Fairbanks and Mr. 
AlcKean for Bellingham, aud representa- 
tives from Fran .din, Weston and Sherborn, 
Dover, Brookliue, Needham aud Newton 
made a few remarks, all strongly in favor 
of tiie action proposed by I Jr. Baker and 
seconding the proposal for beautifying tiie 
banks of the river.

Resolved, that a committee, including one 
member from each town board of heulth 
concerned iu the improvement, present this 
interest to tiie Gcnerul Court at its uext 
session, aud that each local board be re- 
quested to elect such member, aud that the 
chairman of this meeting be chairman of 
the committee. 

Resolved, that each town bordering ou 
tiie Charles river should see to it that no 
privies or preventable source of filth be al- 
lowed to empty into the river. 

The meeting adjourned to await the call 
of the chairman. 


Fhnses of Life In n HI* City. 

The way in which different plmaoa «rf 
human nature rub against one another 
In n great city like this was strikingly 
illustrated while the search was in prog- 
ress for the victims of the Hotol Royal 
lire. By a mere coincidence a strong 
picturo was presented to those who had 
occasion to travel on the Sixth Avonne 
Elevated railroad late in the evening. 
Diagonally across tho street from the 
hotol is a hall, in which some sort of an 
entertainment is held nearly every night, 
and a passenger on an elevated train can 
look into the windows of the hall and 
Bee the merrymaking thero. 

Whilo tho digging was in progress a 
person on a train in jiassing tho scene of 
the disaster could look out of tho win- 
dow on one side of the car and see 
workmen in the light of smoking and 
flickering torches digging down in the 
ruins anxious to find what they so mnch 
dreaded to see. Theso men were black 
and grimy, and over their heads black- 
ened walls with gaping windows told 
the stranger in town that this was the 
scene of the terrible calamity of which 
he had read so much in tho metropolitan 
newspapers iu the last two or throe days. 
The passenger need only turn his head 
to witness a sight strongly in contrast 
Indeed with the one just described. 

A ball was in progress, nnd everything 
was bright and cheerful. Aleu in even- 
ing dress had their arms encircling the 
waists of their fair partners, the women 
hi handsome gowns, with low' cut necks 
nnd short sleeves, and each couple danc- 
ing around tho room to graceful musio. 
They seemed oblivions, as they undoubt- 
edly were, of the grewsome scene only a 
few feet away and within plain view. 
In one picture all was pleasure and mer- 
riment — all tho bright side of life. 
Through the other frame the picture 
Bhowed the shadows of misery, misfor- 
tune and horror. — New York Tribune. 


Sir Moroll Mnckcnzlo In Berlin. 

Sir Morell Mackenzie’s death recalled 
the placidity of that eminent surgeon 
nmid the series of extraordinary insults 
nnd antagonistic demonstrations in Ber- 
lin during the illness of the late Kaiser 
Frederick. I have seen tho people in 
Berlin throw mud at the carriage of the 
English doctor, who was popnlarly sup- 
posed to bo murdering tho German kaiser, 
and he was subjected to insults without 
number whenever he appeared in the 
crowded streets of the German capital. 
Tho bitterness of the emperor’s physi- 
cians was so keen that it transcended all 
bouuds of medical etiquette, and Sir 
Morell ’s life at Charlottenburg at one 
time was only saved from continued and 
unbearable insults by the protection of 
the kaiser’s English wife. 

The Empress Frederick was a firm be- 
iever in her countryman’s skill, and she 
prevailed in the end. After the mist of 
the medical battle had cleared away it 
was found that the skill of Sir Morell 
Mackenzie had been justified, and lau- 
rels were piled high upon his brow. He 
was a typical surgeon in manner, for 
nothing ever had the slightest effect 
upon his deep seated aud natural tran- 
quillity of manner. — Blakely Hall in 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


Extraordinary Capture of a Hawk. 

On one of the cold mornings during 
the cold spell a large hawk pounced upon 
one of Benjamin Haller’s tamo ducks 
that at the time were in a pool of fresh, 
unfrozen water in the canal bed a short 
distance beyond the “third lock’’ at Mace- 
donia. The hawk fastened its claws 
around the neck of the fowl close to its 
body, but the duck was in deep water, 
and true to its nature it ducked and drew 
tho hawk with it under the water.

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NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES. 

VI!. I.AMH'OHll PRESENT* A COMrREItRN- 
91VF. METHOD. 

To the Editor or the Graphic: 

Mr. Robert H. Gardiner, chairman of 
the Republican Ward and City Committee 
in a recent public letter says ‘ Thero is 
no one who deprecates more heartily 
than I do the introduction of partisan 
politics into municipal affairs. 1 have 
considered often and carefully the possi- 
bility of the organisation of some body 
which should conliuo its attention to 
municipal politics, but there are dan^ors 
and difficulties in the way which seem to 
be insuperablo.” 

Mr. Gardiner with all who desire pure 
local government and havegiveu thought 
to this subject, realizes the necessity of a 
change from the present order of nomi- 
nating candidates to fill municipal 
offices. He says tliorc aro ‘ dangers and 
difficulties in the way of a change,” true, 
but are they as great as the present 
dangers which beset the system of mak- 
ing nominations? What can bo moro un- 
satisfactory than the methods employed 
in rival party caucuses, what more un- 
satisfactory to the people than the know- 
ledge that candidates are ofton solectcd 
by chance, or iu interest of some selfish 
purpose? 

The selection and nomination of candi- 
dates to be balloted for by the people, is 
the most important part of our elective 
system, and it is the part most ueglected 
and whero our greatest danger lies. Tho 
election of candidates is a well nigh per- 
fect system, let us see if we canuot make 
tho nomination of those candidates equal- 
ly as perfect. 

It is useless to argue that the citizens 
should attend the caucus, they do not, 
and will not attend it. A handful of men 
compose the caucus, and interested poli- 
ticians rule therein. Tho results of such 
rule aro often very unsatisfactory, aud 
the need of reform is recognized by 
everyone who desires pure local govern- 
ment. How shall the needed reform be 
accomplished? 1 know I shall tread upon 
dangerous ground when I attack the 
local politicians’ stroughold,i. e., the con- 
trol of the caucus, but tho exigency of 
tho case calls for some action, and to 
that end, 1 will open the way for n dis- 
cussion of the subject, by setting forth a 
system that is radical in its departure 
from the present one, and invite Mr. 
Gardiner and all who have given thought 
to the subject, to point out the practical 
objections thereto when compared with 
the present system, and suggest a better 
plan. Possibly a discussion of tho sub- 
ject may bring forth a plan practically 
free from all objections, and accomplish 
a Nomination reform, equal to our pre- 
sent Australian ballot reform. 

I will first set forth the present system 
of nominations, aud follow with what 
seems to me to be an improvement for 
city politics. 

Party caucuses are now held in each 
Ward to nominate two candidates for the 
Common Council and elect five delegates 
to a Convention that will place in nomi- 
nation candidates for Mayor, Aldermen 
and school committee. The delegates as- 
sembled in Convention make their nomi- 
nations and the work for which they 
were chosen having beeu completed, the 
Convention passes out of existence, to be 
succeeded the next year by another Con- 
vention, composed possibly of an entire- 
ly new body of delegates, whose know- 
ledge of the several candidates presented 
for nomination must be limited, since the 
candidates presented at the Convention 
are often unknown to the delegates until 
the hour of nomination. It is not possi- 
ble under such a system to select men 
best fitted to occupy office, and direct the 
affairs of the City with its annual ex- 
penditure of approximately three quart- 
ers of a million dollars. 

In place of the present system, I will 
suggest that a mass caucus be held in 
each Ward. Said caucus to elect neces- 
sary Ward officers and to nominate the 
first year, five citizens, (irrespective of 
their national or state politics, special fit- 
ness alone to govern their selection) to 
serve respectively as delegates in a Citi- 
zens Convention, one for five years, one 
four, one three, one two and one for one 
year. The names of the candidates so 
nominated by the Caucus, with such ad- 
ditional names as may secure inde- 
pendent nomination papers (a s ite-guard 
against Caucus packing for selfish pui- 
poses) shall bo placed upon an olli ers I 
ballot iti be voted by the people in each 
Ward making the nominations. Candi- | 
dates for members of the Common Conn- ! 
cil to be nominated by 'lie Convention, 
but elected as now, by each Ward, at the 
ity elections. 

The ball *t containing the names of 
delegates to the Citizens Convention will 
be voted at the legul ir state election held 
in November, and annually thereafter, 
the Caucus shall nominate and the voters 
shall elect at each succeeding November 
election, one delegate to serve for live 
yeais to fill the office of the retiring dele- 
gate. Vacancies in the delegation to be 
lied at same election. 

The established convention, for sujh it 
becomes, consistiu of tliii tv-live (35) 
delegate », will receive applications for 
nomination to any elective office, and 
will select from among applicants, or 
elsewhere, suitable candidates to place 
in nomination for the several elective 
offices, to be balloted for by the people 
at the city election in December. That 
the people may have opportunity to 
exercise a choice, both the caucus and 
the convention, when more than one 
satisfactory candidate for any office is 
before them, still nominate two candi- 
dates to be balloted fur by the people. 
All nominations to be made iu a public 
meeting held tor that purpose aud duly 
advertised. The candidate receiving a 
majority vote of the convention for any 
office, will be placed iu nomination, aud 
a second candidate for same office, if 
there are others approved and desiring 
to compete for the office before the 
people, will be chosen iu like manner. 
The official ballot to be voted by the 
people will contain the names of selected 
• andidates, and such iudepeudeut nomi- 
nations as may be legally tiled, thus 
preserving to the people their rights 
under the Australian ballot. 

The couveutiou having made its nomi- 
nations, and the people elected their 
rulers, the work of the convention does 
not end, but iu upp isition to the prescut 
method, the delegates will have future 
nominations to make, and will observe 
the labors of the several officers, note 
the capacity of each to fill the office to 
which he has been chosen, and his fitness 
to fill a higher office. 

Such a convention would probably be 
composed of our best citizeus, w hose in- 
terest iu pure government would make 
it a pleasure as well as a duty to serve 
therein, aud each ward would vie with the 
others in sending its best men to repre- 
sent it. To be selected by such a con- 
vention to fill any office, would be au 
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honor, ntid would meet with favor at tho 
liainlR of men who w ould not consent to 
bo a candidate under the present system. 
Should corruption creep in, and the con- 
vention make unwise nominations the 
power is still with the people to reject 
thoso nominations, aud eloct independent 
candidates. 

It will bo Roen that the power of tho 
people to control at every point is un- 
restricted, and by this system, a govern- 
ment of, for, and by the people, is made 
possible in nominations, as well as in 
elections.

THE WATER METERS. 

SOME OF TIIK FACTS IN REGARD TO THEIR 
COST. 

Members of the water board wore in- 
terested in tho communication in last 
week’s Graphic in regard to water 
meters, aud ns tho matter is of general 
iuterest it is of importance that tho 
writer of tho article and people general- 
ly should know tho facts. 

Mr. W. P. Ellison was amused by the 
statement that the meters in use in New- 
ton cost but $8. He kuew of none that 
could bo bought for that price, and most 
of the meters in use iu the city cost 
$16.75, and putting them iu and testing 
them brought the cost up to $18.00. Tho 
board thought the city should roceive 
tou per ceut on its investment, a not 
unreasonable sutu when it is considered 
that a meter will wear out and must bo 
replaced in a certain number of years, 
variously estimated at from six to sixteen 
yoars. This would m.ike tho rent of tho 
meters 1.80, and as the city koops the 
meters iu repair, and this takes all of 
one man’s time, with extra help oc- 
casionally, the rent was fixed at $2ja 
year. 

Some two years ago, after a number of 
tests, aud after receiving testimonials as 
to its satisfactory working iu other cities, 
the water board voted to use tho Horsey 
Meter. It was not au “untried register,” 
but then generally regarded as one of tho 
best iu the market, and tho price was 
made $12.75, a saving of $4 from tho 
meter formerly used. 

“The then Water Register” had charge 
of some of tho tests that were made, aud 
also visited other cities whero the meter 
was in use, and made reports to the 
board. That was as far as his anxiety 
went, as far as tho board kuows. He ac- 
cepted the agency of the Horsey com- 
pany because they offerred about double 
the salary he received from the city of 
Newton. 

There are a great number of, water 
meters, aud possibly some can be bought 
as low as $8, aud they probably are about 
as worthless as cheap inventions usually 
are. It cau be readily seen that as the 
city has to keep tho meters in repair, 
and also has to depeud ou the meter to 
charge for water used, it would not do 
to allow of a different stylo being put in 
every house, or of oue that had not been 
fully tested aud found to be reliable. 

So far tho Hersey meter has proved to 
be all that was claimed for it when the 
water board adopted it. 

As for the rates for poor families, 
people who have only one faucet are now 
only charged $6 a year aud cau take iu 
washing or keep a boarding house, and 
use auy amount of water. 

Measuring water is regarded as the 
only fair way, as A might have a house 
with half a dozen set bowls, two bath 
rooms aud any number of faucets, but 
having a small family would use less 
water thau B with two faucets aud a bath 
room, but with a large family. The only 
question is whether the meter registers 
accurately. 

Meters are now used in nearly every 
large city, Bukwyrme's assertion to the 
contrary, notwithstanding, according to 
Mr. Ellison and other officials of tho 
water board, who are familiar with such 
things. 

The great rivalry betweeu the water 
meter companies has led to some cheaper 
inventions, ouo of which is the “Disk 
Meter” and which is sold for $9.75. This 
the board aro now experimenting with 
iu the hope that it may prove reliable 
enough to allow of its adoption, but a 
cheap meter is usually very difficult to 
keep in repair. 

As for ttie rental, the board lias been 
considering tlie reduction of the rental 
to $1.50 a year, which would give about 
the same percentage outlie cost of the 
Hersey, as tho present rate gave ou tho 
coBt of the fiiHt meter adopted. 

The last report of the water boarl 
showed at the beginning of the year 3.269 
meters iu use. aud of these 2059 were 
Crown meters; 013 Hersey; 306 Worth- 
ington and the remainder of various 
kinds, so that it will be seen that the 
most of the meters iu use cost the city 
more than double the price stated by the 
writer in last week’s Graphic.

At six o’clock Hopper waR Rcrved an 
uRual, about 200 occupying HoatR at tho 
tahloR. 

Tho mooting war called to ordor at 
Bovon o’clock by ProBidont Austin G. 
Sherman, and tho election of a member 
in tho porRon of Kuv. Daniel Greono of 
Nowton wan accomplished. 

Tho nominating committee roportod 
rocommonding tho election of tho follow- 
ing persons to bo raemborR of tho club: 
Mr. W. I. Howells of the Eliot church, 
Newton; Mr. G. T. Clark and Mr. Arthur 
Noilson of tho First churoh, Newton 
Centre. 

Tho report of tho executive committee 
recommended the appointment of a 
committee of sevon to nominate ofllcers 
for tho ensuing year, and report at tho 
next meeting. A committee, with Mr. A. 
L. Harwood aR chairman, was chosen. 

Rev. G. G. Phipps of the outlook com- 
mittee reported, spanking of tho im- 
provement of tho church and chnpel at 
the First church, Newton Centre and 
also of tho now chapel at tho Auburndale 
churoh, just completed. Tho sum of 
$20,000 for a new church at Nowtonville, 
with a seating capacity of 1000 had boeu 
pledged. $10,000 of which was in baud. 

Tho president then introduced Mr. Ed- 
win D. Mead, editor of tho New England 
Magazine, who delivered the principal ad- 
dress. His topic was “Tho Message of 
Puritanism to Our Times.” lie spoke of 
tho indomitablo resolution, forco and en- 
ergy of the Puritan character, and the 
way in which tho Puritans had brought 
tho loftiest ideals into intimate contact 
with tho realities of every day life. 

Their politics, ho said, were not sepa- 
rate from their religion, and today, in 
state aud in church wo need that Puritan- 
ism which give us politics that wo ueed 
not bo ashamed of aud teach tho lessou 
that in truth every man is his brothers’ 
keeper. It is only by going back that wo 
can help to got away from tho present 
political contamination. Those men 
solved the problem by bringing high 
ideals into contact with atom realities. 
They believed the golden rulo applicable 
to political and social life and so lived. 
Politics do not interest tho church of to- 
day, because of the depths to which poli- 
tics have sunk. The Puritan justice of 
our forefathers is needed, both in the 
state and church, giving a foundation for 
future national greatness, in the truest 

Rev. Frank Hyatt Smith of tho North 
avenue Congregational church, Cam- 
bridge, spoke upon “John Milton, tho 
Puritan poet of tho 17th century.” His 
character and work profosBed sincerity a 
lesson to tho clergy of to-day. He 
revelled in aud worshiped the sublime and 
his.expressions were lofty aud culled from 
the word of God. It was for him to show 
the distinction hotweou liberty and license 
in politics, and tho moral lesson that 
“they also served who only stand and 
wait.” Duty was his goddess aud his 
woik was everywhere full of lessons of 
tho emphatic necessity of constantly per- 
forming her dictates. 

Newtons Defeated at Lowell. 

The Vespers defeated tho Newtons in 
a hot bowling game at Lowell Monday 
night. The score of neither team was as 
high as on some other occasions, but both 
teams worked hard amid the breathless 
ailenco aud cheers which alternated be- 
tween each deliver aud fall of the pins.

CIVIL SERVICE OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Amendments to the Civil Service 
Rules, prepared by the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners under the 
Authority of Chapter 320 of the 
Acts of 1884. 

Rule VI Is hereby amended by adding to aud 
including in schedule B the following class: — 
“Class 9. All members of the regular or per- 
manent lire force of any city, except Boston, 
after the mayor aud nldormeu of such city shall 
have requested tho commissioners to include such 
force in the clussitled service.” 

Clause e of st ction 2 of Rule X is amended by 
adding thereto the words “except class 9." 

The suction is hereby further amended by add- 
ing the following:— 

”/• Applicauta for appointment in class 9 of 
schedule B shall be not less than twenty-two nor 
over tblrty-livo yoars of ago at the time of mak 
ing application, and shall bo not less than live 
feet lour inches in height and weigh not le-*s than 
one hundred and twenty pounds; provided, how- 
ever, that call men serving in tbe tire departmen 
may deduct from their ncluai age any time not 
exceeding five years during which they have con- 
tinuously served in such capacity.”

BARRETT * LODGE. 


Tho legislature will have two questions 
of special interest before it next year, in 
the election of a speaker, and also of a 
United States Senator. In regard to the 
speakership it hardly seems probable 
that Mr. Barrett can be defeated. His 
hold on the office has been remarkable, 
and he is a rival to Mr. Lodge in the arts 
of wire pulling and party manipulation. 
The groat question seems to be whether 
they will form a combination or whether 
they will openly oppose each othor. If 
the former, the election of tho two 
officials will bo purely a formal afTair,but 
if the latter there may be some interest 
in the contest and better men than either 
be elected. Mr. Lodge has managed bis 
campaign very skilfully,and the caucuses 
wore very geuerally fixed in conform- 
ity with his plans for having himself 
chosen United States Senator, but the 
party would be bonefltted by having 
some larger minded man, suoh as ex- 
Governor Long or Mr. Crapo, although 
the latter iR so little of a politioan that 
the caucuses are usually all fixed for 
some other man before his friends briug 
his name forward. The Democrats claim 
that they had rather see Mr. Lodge elect- 
ed senator than any other man, as his 
management of the party in this state is 
generally credited with being the ohief 
cause of the recent Democratic victories. 
There is a good deal of truth in this as 
Mr. Lodge’s influence has not been in 
favor of the best men for the office, and 
his extreme partisanship has driven 
many men into independent voting. 
Massachusetts has never fallen into the 
custom of giving the United States Sena- 
torship to the most active hustler for the 
place, but has instead bestowed the office 
on the most worthy candidate, and that 
is the policy that ought to be pursued. 
The way it appears to unprejudiced ob- 
servers is shown by this quotation from 
a New York paper: 

“The outcome of this conflict between 
two schools of politics will be awaited 
with great interest throughout the coun- 
try, We are glad to see so much evi- 
dence as already exists that the struggle 
against the odious system so perfectly 
exemplified m Mr. Lodge’s candidacv j 
may prove successful. The election of , 
Mr. Crapo on tne honorable platform ' 
which he occupies would be cause for 
congratulation by the friends of good 
politics in all parts of the nation.” 

The representatives ought to decide 
this matter on their best judgment aud 
not on the mandate of a thinly attended 
caucus. The reputation of the state is 
of much more importance than the per- 
sonal aggrandizement of any ambitious 
individual, who only seeks his own in- 
terests. 

That this is the sentiment of maiiy Re- 
publicans is shown by the address issued 
by Mr. Crapo’ s friends to the members- 
elect of the legislature, which, while pre- 
senting Mr. Crapo’s loyalty and services 
to his own party with due consideration, 
lays particular emphasis on his superior 
qualifications for the pi ice. Among 
these is mentioned the fact that he will 
not be burdened in a Democratic body by 
the nairow and offensive partisanship 
which clings to a certain candidate not 
named. 


THE BOULEVARD COMMISSION. 


The order that passed the board of 
aldermen recently for the appointment 
of a commission to report upon a system 
of boulevards for Newton is oue of the 
many wise measures that have character- 
ized the preseut administration. So 
many schemes have been presented, that 
there is need of some intelligent con- 
sideration of the whole question, or else 
aome serious mistakes will be made. New- 
ton territorially a very large city, and 
when such oostly improvements are made 
they should be far the benefit of the 
whole oity aud not for oue section. As 
the whole city will have to foot the bills 
the improvements should be considered 
as a whole. 

The success of the work of such a com- 
mission would depeud of course ou the 
nature of the men who compose it, and 
whether they are broad-minded enough 
to couceive a project without auy refer- 
ence to themselves, but with regard to 
the best way to aid the development of 
Newton, aud make it the model city of 
its kind, so that a desirable class of resi- 
dents would be attracted, aud the hun- 
dreds of acres of vacaut laud built upon. 

Evidently Mayor Hibbard bad this idea 
in rniud in making his selection, m it is 
*aid that Mr. E. B. Haskell of Auburn- 
dale aud Mr. E. W. Converse have con- 
sented to aocept positions ou the com- 
noisaion and the oity has eause for con- 
gratulation that cit zens of such character 


and reputation have time and inolination 
to sorye. The third man is not yet 
decided upon. Mr. J. R. Leeson was 
urged to take the position, and had he 
accepted, it would have beon an ideal 
kind of a commission, but ho has so 
many demands upon his time that he felt 
that he could not give the attention to 
theiwork which its importance demanded 
and he therefore declined. The south 
side of the city will bo represented but 
the selection has not yet been mado, al- 
though it will bo a gentleman of the 
same high character as those abovo men- 
tioned. 

When this commission has looked over 
the ground thoroughly and has decided 
upon what they would oonsider the best 
plan for the future of Newtou, we shall 
have something to go upon, and the 
many improvements whioh have beon 
projected from time to time can afford to 
be deferred. 

One of tho things which the commis- 
sion will probably consider first will 
be some kind of a central avenuo 
from WelleBley to the Chestnut Hill 
roservoir, to conneot with and be a 
continuation of the Beacon street boule- 
vard. Some such improvement is a 
necessity if the growth of Newton is to 
continue, and a wide avenue, through 
what is now vacant land, would soon be 
bordered with handsome estates. It was 
in this manner that Brookline was built 
up, and tho vacant land there made avail- 
able for building upon, and sucli an avenue 
would become a groat thoroughfare for 
pleasure driving. But the commission 
will lake plenty of time to consider all 
possible plans and it will be safe to 
await the judgment of such men. 

Mrs. Francis Hodgson Burnett be- 
gins a charming story in the January 
Scribner’s under tho title of “Tho one I 
know the Best of All.” It is in the 
nature of an autobiography, and covers 
the writer’s experieuce from childhood 
to the time of the publication of her first 
Btory. Judging from the first chapters 
it is sure to bo a popular story, aud the 
authoress was a rather unusual ohild and 
early gave evidence of her powers of 
imagination and ability to create ro- 
mances of her own. The story will at- 
tract much attention from its contrast 
aud similarity to Mrs. Deland’s recent 
story in the Atlantic “Autobiography of 
a Child,” aud illustrates the curious way 
in which authors happen to hit upon 
similar themes at the same time. One 
cannot help feeling that Mrs. Burnett 
must have had to change the title of her 
story at the last moment, on finding that 
it had been appropriated by Mrs. Doland. 
Those who are interested in the early 
life of great writers will find Mrs. Bur- 
nett’s story a confirmation of the popu- 
lar theory that genius mauifests itself at 
very tender years. The publishers be- 
lieve that this story will do for the ohild 
life of a girl, very much what was doue 
by Dickens in “David Copperfleld” for 
the child life of a boy. The latter book 
iB also said to have been largely of an 
autobiographical nature. 

The assessment for benefit, from the 
drainage of what is called the Magne 
Meadow have aroused a good deal of 
feeling among those assessed, and they 
have formed a committee and are taking 
stops to protest against the assessments. 
This case evidently differs in no respect 
from similar ones, and no one ever beard 
of cases whore betterments were willing- 
ly paid. Without goiDg at all into the 
merits of the case, it might be said that 
the board of health held many hearings 
on the case, and held a long continued 
series of daily meetings in order to decide 
the matter. Experts in real estate 
values were called upon aud the figures 
were fixed after hearing their testimony. 
Of cotuse it is possible that the board of 
health and the experts they consulted 
erred iu the matter, and this is evidently 
what the protesters are determined to 
find out. 


A Letter from Mr. J. T. Langford 
, proposes another plan for the selection 
I of candidates for local offices, and is evi- 
dence of the widespread interest in the 
question of improving upon the loose aud 
hap-hasard methods now in vogue. Mr. 
Laugford’s scheme is almost too elabo- 
rate. but it might be found very simple 
when reduced to practice just as the 
Australian ballot has proved, and whioh 
no one interested in the purity of our 
form of government would now be will- 
ing to exchange for the old method. Mr. 
Langford invites eriticism from those 
who are interested iB the question, aud a 
full discussion of the subject would cer- 
tainly be of benefit. 


Thk Bell Telephone company rents 
telephones in Montreal for $25 a year, as 
it is uot protected there by a patent. The 
rates about a year ago were only $10 a 
year, but the Bell Company bought out 
the competing liue and raised the price. 
If the company finds it profitable to carry 
on business iu Montreal at that rate, it 
can easily be seeu what enormous profits 
it must be making in the United States 
where it has a monopoly of the busiuess. 
1 1 certainly ought to furnish first olasB 
■ service for the rates it gets in Newtou. 


The writer of the communication in 
last week's Graphic in regard to water 
meters will be interested in reading the 
facts as given by Mr. Ellison of the Water 
Board, it is always easy to criticise, but 
the facts show that Newton people have 
very little cauBe for complaiut as far as 
the charge for meters is concerned. No 
business rnau could grow very rich in 
leasing machinery for 10 per cent of its 
cost, aud at the same time binding him- 
self to keep it in repair.

He was a very high exemplification of 
the Golden Rule. He lived at peace with 
all men, 

Ho leaves a widow and infant son be- 
sides other relatives and a host of friends 
to mourn his loss. He will be miss* d in 
business circles, in social and military 
circles, in the circle of his relatives and 
frionds who loved him, but more than 
all in his delightful home, where the 
vacaut chair aud the aching heart miss 
his kind and loving presence.

Leon, of Australia, and Sample, of Amer- 
ica, was commenced i it the theater adjoin- 
ing the Westminster aquarium the other 
evening. A committee of between forty 
and fifty gentlemen, including military 
men, veterinary surgeons aud others, 
has beon formed to supervise the affair, 
and it iH intended to award the wiunei 
a prize of £100. A number of intracta- 
ble and vicious horses, or horses suffer 
ing from other defects of temper, will 
be submitted to the rival tamers, and 
the committee will decide as to which 
in the words of Professor Atkinson 
most ueurly conforms to the require 
meats of simplicity, humuuity aud prac 
ticability. Owing to various causes las! 
uight’s demonstration was of a rathei 
restricted character. 

Each man “bundled,” as the term is, 
two horses, and with, from his own point 
of view, success. Leou’s system of “tam- 
ing,” as is perhaps generally known, 
consists in the subjection of the animal 
to be operuted ou by un ingenious and 
most effective arrangement of bits, gag t 
and cords, while Sample, after securely 
boxing up his patient, brings him into 
close proximity with a steam engine, 
aud having familiarized him with it4 
noises while under restraint, afterward 
drives him right up to it. Both met 
gave demonstrations of their respective 
methods with a fair amount of success, 
aud it is understood the committee will 
award points nightly and give their de- 
cision at the end of the fortnight.

Throwing up her hands, with a shrill 
scream of ecstatic joy, Bhe cried: 

“Oh, gran’mu, Santy Taus did turn I” 

The strikers’ committee uppeured on 
time, und the superintendent formally 
introduced to them his companion, “Mr. 
George Andrew’s, the now president of 
the Black Eagle Coal Mining company.” 

“Men,” said Mr. Andrew’s to them, “1 
have only recently beeu elected to the 
directorate und made president of this 
company. Until now 1 have uever beeu 
In tho uuthrucite country, knew’ nothing 
of .the conditions of existence here and 
would have been powerless to chuuga 
the company’s policy if 1 hud known. 
All thut is changed. We have a new 
management. I know the facts— thanks 
to Mr. Bruttle — and am happy to say 
that 1 have pow r er to act as my judgment 
dictates. Work will be resumed in the 
colliery tomorrow at old rates; ’shut 
downs’ will be rare in the future, and 
all the old huuds are invited to take 
their places ugaiu — except the Slavs 
*mi Hungarians; we will have no more 
of them.” 

The happy news flew abroad as light 
Bpreads wlieu the sun rises; joyous hur- 
rahs everywhere welcomed the ending 
Of the strike, and “Merry Christmas” 
was heard ou all sides from lips which 
certainly would not have uttered the 
words that duy— except perhaps in bit- 
ter irony — but for the unexpected ending 
of their misery. And Mr. Andrews 
helped to make the day a merry oue by 
ordering the opouiug of the company’s 
Itore and distribution of such liberal 
largesse of provisions as banished hunger 
Mid carried comfort into every honest 
home iu the community.

THR AM'RRMHN CLEARING TH K FIELD 
FOR TFIK1R RUCCERRORR. 

The board of aldermen met Monday 
evening with the mayor in the chair and 
all member* present except Aldermen 
Sheppard and flyde. 

Building permits were granted to \\ m. 
C. Manion for house 30x33 feot with ell 
10x20 feet off California street, and Wil- 
liam Brosnahan's stable and shed, 10x1 1 
feot and 15x17 feet on Watertown street, 
referred. 

A communication was received from 
Michael L. Flynn relative to injuries re- 
ceived in a sowoi trench on Trowbridge 
street by reason of defective machinery, 
and was re erred. 

REPORTS. 

Alderman Harbach for the committee 
on sowors roported on the petition of D. 
W. Farquhar, claiming his estate to bo 
incorrectly assossod, the report finding 
the present assessment correct. 

The ordinance committee reported on 
the highway ordinance finding it woll 
and truly enrollod. 

The order passing the ordinauco to be 
enrolled as acted upon by the commou 
oonncil called up quite a long discussion, 
the samo views being expressed as here- 
tofore, for and against the acceptance of 
an ordinance for a portion only of the 
city, and the board fiualiy refused to 
pass the ordinance in concurrence. 

Aldorman Coffiu of the highway com- 
mittee reported, recommendiug the ao- 
ceptanco of various petitions. 

The sewer committee roported, recom- 
meudiug the takiug of land for laying 
common sewers in Hillsido terrace as 
petitioned for by L. G. Pratt. 

The highway committee reported, ro- 
commending that various petitioners have 
leave to withdraw. 

The claims committee reported, recom- 
mending that Wm. O’Brien and John 
Riley have leave to withdraw, and re- 
ferring the petition of Henry Fuller for 
damages on account of blasting to the 
sewer committee. 

The committee on printing reported, 
awaiting the printing of the city docu- 
ments for 1802 to George H. Pratt, whoso 
figures were $615.68. 

The highway committee reported the 
setting of edgestones at the schedule ex- 
pense, and the levying of assessments 
on abuttors. 

The report of Henry Robs, superin- 
tendent of burials for 1802, was sub- 
mitted, showing an expenditure on the 
three city cemeteries, tho city lot and 
soldiers monument, of $364, leaving a 
balance of $36 out of the appropriation 
of $400. The report was received and 
filed. 

The highway committee reported, re- 
commending the laying out aud accept- 
ance of Eliot avenue, Ward Three, in 
accordance with the petition of Jewell 
et al. 

The claims committee recommended 
the reference of H. E. Deal’s claim for 
damages to a horse to the next city gov- 
ernment. 

The highway committee recommended 
the reference of various petitions to the 
next city government. 

REARING. 

At 8.30 o’clock a hearing was opened 
on the petition of the Newtogyille 
Watertown Street Railway Co., air. H. 
B. Parker appearing for the petitioners. 

He outfitted the route desired asset 
forth in the petition through Walnut, 
Lowell and Waiertown streets, the equip- 
ment of trie road to be similar to the 
Newton and Newton and Boston com- 
panies, and electricity to be employed as 
a motive power conveyed by the trolley 
system. 

No remonstrants appeared and the 
bearing was promptly closed.

An order for the laying out, grading 
and acceptance of Clifton street was 
adopted. 

Alderman Wilson presen terT*’ au order 
establishing an excess aud deficiency ac- 
count. 

Alderman Ilaibach presented an order 
authorizing the Water Board to lay 275 
feet of six inch pipe in Sumner street at 
an expense of $265 without guaranty. 

Au order win* adopted authorizing the 
taking of land for sewers in Morgan place 
from Cook street east, and Fairhaven 
terrace aud Moruan place. 

An order appropriating $1500 for the 
construction of a switch irora the Boston 
A Albany railroad to the city lot to be 
occupied .v the Water Board, comer ol 
Cook and Winchester streets was adopt- 
ed, and an order was adopted appropri- 
ating $8000 for i lie purchase ot main pipe 
and specials 

The sum of $n» was iranslei red from 
rebate on Wat* r bills to Water mainten- 
ance. 

An appropriation of $3475 was made 
for the purchase of 35 acres of laud in 
Ward Four to be used as a public park 
aud play ground. 

The uidermeu adjourned to Tuesday, 
Dec. 27. 

At the Tuesday evening meeting of the 
aldermen the mayor presided aud all the 
members were present. 

The reading of the records was dis- 
pensed with aud the first business taken 
up was the adoption of Alderman Coffin’s 
ORDER 

transfer! ing $9256.88, the unexpended 
balance of the widnniug, reconstruction 
and improvement appropriation for 1892 
to be added to the appi opriation for 
1893 to complete the work now in pro- 
gress upon Beacon, lloiuer, Walnut and 
Chestnut streets. 

Orders transferring these unexpended 
balances to 1893 were adopted: $1 134 89, 
Cheesecake brook improvement; $1507.10 
culvert beneath ('ouhituate aqueduct; 
*044.44 assessors’ department, to com- 
plete block system in Wards Two, Three 
aud Four; $476.85 Newton Ceutre play- 
grouud. 

EXTENSION GRANTED. 

Alderman Harbach presented au order 
grautiug the Newton A Boston Street 
Railway Co. an extension of six mouths 
dating from Dec. 1, 1892, with same re- 
strictions, to complete their road from 
Walnut via Homer, Centre, Willow and 
station street to Newtou Centre, the 
order taking passage. 

Alderman Sprague said there was a 
slight error iu the order appropriating 
$3475 lor the Auburudale playground, tho 
clerk being authorized to make the coi- 
rectiou. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$123.75 as interest on the uninvested 
portion of the Keurick fund. 

An order authorizing the city tioasurer 
to pay the interest. $212,500, on $850,000 
of water bouds, and the iulerest $850 on 
$34,000 of the city loan permanent, to be 
charged to the appropriation of 1893 was 
passed 

Alderman Collin presented au order 
which was passed, assessing the estate 
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of K. F. Miller, Central street. Ward 
Four, $74 22, as his proportion of aido- 
walk improvements. 

After a recess petitions were received 
asking an apportionment of sewer assess- 
ments into ten equal parts. 

5000 LB. APPARATUS . 

Alderman Hyde said there was an 
order to be presented to the lower 
branch, asking an appi opriation of $1600 
for a Holloway Combination Wagon, con- 
sisting of a chemical and hose wagon 
combihed, for uso at Nonantum. Ho 
believed the wagon to bo both economi- 
cal ami efficient, atter thorough investi- 
gation. and thought it was needed in 
that part of tho city. It would requiro 
two men instead of one and tho cost 
was about four times that of a hose 
wagon, but it carried in addition to the 
two chemical tanks and 1000 feet of hose, 
both ladders and hookR. 

After some discussiou it was decided 
to draw up an order and present it first 
in the aldermanic chamber. 

A recess was taken and an order was 
then presented by Alderman Hyde, ap- 
propriating $1600 for a Holloway Combi- 
nation Wagon chemical and boso to be 
placed in the now house at Nonnutum. 

The mayor asked if tho apparatus had 
been before the fire committee. 

Alderman Hyde said tho fire commit- 
tee had appointed him a committee of 
one on the matter, with full powers. 

An invitation was extended to Council- 
man Forkuall, who had investigated it 
thoroughly to inform the board of his 
findings, and lie said similar wagons in 
Boston and Milton had been visited by 
him aud he had found thorn highly satis 
factory to those interested. The fire 
committee suggested the matter and 
viewed it favorably, and after investiga- 
tion be believed this wagon would bo 
most efficient for Nonantum. Ho did 
not kuow the chief’s opinion on the 
wagon but thought bim favorably dis- 
posed. 

Au endeavor was made to find Chief 
Bixby and secure his opinion, but ho was 
not in the hall at that time. 

The mayor was not opposed to the first 
oost so much as the coustaut cost w hich 
an additional man aud horse would outail 
upon the city. 

Alderman Coffin thought there was no 
place where a chemical was so desirable, 
as tho tenement bouses at Nonantum 
were very numerous. 

The mayor had beard that the wagon 
in Boston was not satisfactory. 

Alderman Hyde gave tho opinion of 
Geo. Innis of the Boston department, 
that the wagon was the best thing put 
in there. 

Alderman Sheppard hardly liked to 
vote against the order and moved its 
reference to the next city government. 
He believed the sanction of the fire com- 
mittee as such or chief of the fire de- 
partment should be ascertained before 
acting upon the order. 

Alderman Hyde protested against any 
such disposal of the matter and renewed 
his order, which was seconded by Aider- 
man Coffiu. 

A yea and nay vote was taken and the 
order failed to pass, Aldermen Wilson 
and Sheppard voting nay and Aldermen 
Hyde. Churchill, Coffin and Harbach 
yea, Alderman Sprague absent. 

After another recess Alderman Hyde 
presented a substitute order appropri- 
ating $450 for a hose wagon for Nonan- 
tum, the order passing. 

The board adjourned to Monday, Jan. 
2, 1893, at 2 p. m. o’clock. 


Common Council. 

The lower branch mot Tuesday even- 
ing, with President Rjffe in the chair 
and Councilman Downs absent. 

Numerous papers from the aldermen 
were passed in concurrence. 

The order authorizing the advertising 
for proposals to construct the new high- 
way stable was taken from the table at 
the request of Councilman Bothf.ld and 
he submitted a clipping from the 
Graphic, iu which proposals had been 
advertised for. He thought the adver- 
tisement a little premature, and as a 
member of the highway committee had 
known »f no authority for it. 

President Hoffe, also a member of the 
highway committee, kuew nothing of it. 

Aldermau Hyde, chairman of the 
public property committee, was interro- 
gated by G'ouucilman Bothfeld, but no 
light was thrown upon the matter aud it 
was dropped. 

The appropriation of $7825 for the pur- 
chase of additional land for the High 
school lot was taken from tho table 
on the motion of Couucilman Forkaall, 
aud its adoption requested but it failed 
of passage. 

The appropriation of $750 to be added 
to the appropriation for election expenses 
was taken from the table, and after au 
explanation that $500 had been trans- 
ferred to that account and the appropri- 
ation was unnecessary, it failed of pass- 
age by a yea and nay voce. 

The council adjourned to 2 p. m., Jan. 
2, 1898. 

The Newton Cottage Hospital. 

Thu following interesting account of 
the Newton Cottage Hospital appeared 
iu a New 'Jersey paper, aud was written 
by Dr. Katou: 

The {institution presents some unique 
features, of which the most important is 
the complete equality which is aecuied 
through its by-laws for the two leuding 
schools of medicine. In order to better 
appreciate the work of the Hospital, a 
glance should first be given to the ootn- 
muuity which sustains it. 

Newton is a rural place eight mileB 
from Boston, consisting of a group of vil- 
lages, united under one city charter, and 
uggiegatiug a population of twenty-live 
thousHiil. This place may be likened to 
Montclair in its high class of residents, 
peilect roads aud the enjoymeut of all 
tin tropolitau improvements. 

It is nearly twelve years siuco the 
Newton Cottage Hospital was incorpor- 
ated under the laws of this common- 
wealth; but five years had elapsed before 
it w as leady for the reception of patients. 
In the mean time the organization had 
been perfected, nine acres of laud pur- 
chased iu a retired locality, and one 
small building erected. Since that time 
the work aud needs of the hospital have 
grown with a rapidity uudreamed-of by 
its projectors. We now have au ad- 
ministrative building, a ward for men, a 
waul for women, a two story building 
with rooms for private patieuts for oou- 
tagious diseases, in all, seventy beds. 
This propei ty represents au expenditure 
of fifty thousand dollars, ull paid for by 
private subscriptions, with the excep- 
tion of a small appropriation made by 
the city to aid iu erecting the wards for 
coutagious diseases. It is a curious fact 
that few hospitals provide for contagious 
diseases. It is often exceedingly difficult 
to oblaiu shelter for such cases, particu- 
larly iu the case of servants and others 
haviug no homes, aud the erection of 
these buildiugs has been a comfort to 
this community worth several times 
their cost. 

The corporation of the hospital con- 


sists of all persons contributing ton 
dollars to its funds, and of all the rogu- 
larly graduated physioiaus practicing in 
Nowton. This body moots annually, 
ami elects a board of tniRtens, consist- 
ing of twelve ladios and sixteen men: 
and, of tho latter, two must bo old school 
physicians and two honuropatbio physi- 
cians. This hoard of trustees meets at 
tho hospital four timos a year, but does 
most of its work through an executive 
committee of nine, including the four 
physicians. 

Tho medical and Rurgical service is 
performed by a staff of twolvo men, 
among whom tho two schools of medi- 
cine are equally represented. Each of 
the twelve is on duty two months of the 
year; and during his term of service tho 
physioiati is expected to call every day 
at the hospital, and oftener if necdod. 
In addition to tho regular staff there iR 
an auxiliary staff of six. Tho dutios of 
thiR staff are suggested by its name, and 
preference is given to its mombors when 
new appointments nro made to tho regu- 
lar staff. Tho service is also strength- 
ened by five consultants. 

The uursing iR all dotio by pupil nurses 
tinder a head nurso and a matron. In a 
hospital of this class, having no rosidont 
physician, tho office of matron is very im- 
portant. She must be a skilled nurse, 
and possoss executive abiliti s of a high 
ordor. This hospital has always boon 
fortunate in its matron. Ilor salary is 
one thousand dollars a year. Tho nurses 
in the training school are highly prized 
by the residents of the city, nnd thoir 
outside services are a source of revuuuo 
to the hospital. We have now twenty 
pupils nurses, and their number will be 
increased as soon as the nurses' home is 
erected. This is promised for the im- 
mediate future, aud will bo a valuable 
addition to tho equipment of the institu- 
tion. The calls for nurses to pursue their 
vocatiou in the homes of the city are al- 
ways moro than the hospital cau supply. 

The Dumber of patients is much great- 
er than it was supposed would appear in 
such a place as Newton. They have in- 
creased from year to year, aud now aver- 
age about thirty a day, A great varioty 
of modical and surgical cases aro hero 
treated with an excellent percentage of 
recoveries. It is really surprising to no- 
tice the number of accident cases which 
are cared for during the year. Tho am- 
bulance is kept at a livery stable in the 
most populous part of the town, and can 
bo called at a momeut’s notioo. Those 
who can pay for thoir board aud nursing 
are expected to do so, but no person is 
oyer turned away on account of inability 
to pay. He receives the treatment of tho 
school represented by the physioian who 
sends him to the hospital, and no clash- 
ing or embarrassmont occurs as a conse- 
quence of the dual nature of tho service. 
An era of good feeling has boon largely 
developed by the frank and friendly 
manner in which physicians of opposing 
views meet in the work of this noble 
charity. As far as I am aware, no con- 
sultation over critioal cases bas been at- 
tempted between the two schools of 
medicine. But questions of administra- 
tion are common ground, are freely dis- 
cussed, and the social feeling is of the 
best. 

Although there has never been any 
trouble between the two schools of medi- 
cine, somo friction arose at one timo be- 
tween the staff and the trustees ovor a 
matter of no great importance, but one 
which proved somewhat troublesome to 
adjust. It was then concluded that tho 
staff was not sufficiently in touch with 
the trustees, and tho by laws were 
amended so as to placo four medical men 
on the Board of Trustees, as montiouud 
above. The effect has been magical. All 
irritation between the profession aud the 
laity has vanished, the parties understand 
each other, and work together harmo- 
niously for the common cud. Wo aro 
prepare! to recoramond this feature of 
professional representation upon the 
Board of Trustees as an important ele- 
ment iu the plan of hospitals of this class. 

This growing work is not done with- 
out a growing expenditure. The main- 
tenance of the hospital now* costs fully 
twelve thousand dollars a year. But this 
does not mean that the benevolent peo- 
ple of this place must contribute so 
much. Several thousand dollars come 
back iu the payments of patients who 
cau p y, and in the wages of pupil 
nurses who are employed in cities of 
sickuess outside the hospital. The city 
now appropriates three thousand a year, 
in recognition of the fact that tho hospit- 
al treits many of the city’s poor. There 
remains the sum of about five thousand 
dollars to he raised by contributions, and 
this is mostly done by tbo churches, 
which unite in an effort for the hospital 
ou '‘Hospital Sunday”— the Sunday be- 
fore Thanksgiving. It is hoped that a 
small endowment which tho hospital now 
has will be increased until its income may 
be relied upon for the money which the 
churches raise. Au endowment of 
$100,009 is the marked aimed at by those 
who desire to see tho bospital placed 
upon a permanent basis. 

Not only money but time is expended 
in this work. The hospital president is 
a man emiuent iu the commercial aud 
political circles of Boston, who gives not 
only his name but his timo in large 
measure. The trustees are men and wo 
men of affairs, aud the staff comprises 
the busiest doctors iu the city. The 
Ladies’ Aid Association does an import- 
ant work iu supplying furnishing and 
delicacies. All these individuals, iu their 
various capacities,give freely au immense 
amount of work of the most valuable 
kind. The result is au institution which 
is an honor to the city, a blessing to the 
poor, aud, it is hoped, an acceptable 
offering to the divine author of com- 
passion. 

This sketch opened with the remark 
that tins institution is uuique. It might 
belter be said that it lias been a pioneer; 
for its salient features have been closely 
imitated iu the organization of hospitals 
iu C^uiucy, Malden, Somerville, and else- 
where. This is a form of flattery which 
is gratifying to its friends aud stimulates 
to great effort iu the future.

Theu we should 
probably secure public buildiugs woitby 
of public ownership, and we should not 
have our parks aud other public places 
defaced by malformed images which, in- 
tended as grateful memorials, will seem 
to posterity as only ridiculous. New 
York aud Washington aie both rich iu 
such poor things. Aud if a commission 
of competent men pass upou the merits 
of paiutiugs to be hung iu our public 
buildiugs, the guides who take visitors 
about will have something else to point 
out iu the works of art than that a wo- 
man iu a picture should have two 
thumbs ou one baud, aud that another 
figure iu a historical group should have 
been supplied by an over-lavish artist 
with three hands. There is a bill now 
before the Senate — it passed the House 
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last Hummer — which givos tho Secretary 
of tho Troasury discretion in obtaining 
plans for public buildings This bill 
does not preset ibe the best method, hut 
tin* niothod is so much better than the 
old one that it is to bo hoped tlift' it will 
be passed by the Senate without delay.

The new business is done by a series 
of contracts with customers whereby 
tho projectors of the burial business 
agree to furnish decent burial at prices 
that range anywhere from $30 for a child 
to $250 for an adult. A $30 interment, 
for instance, is obtained by paying 30 
centson signing a contract and 80 cents 
monthly thereafter until the $30 is paid. 
At the $250 burial the rate is raised to 
$2.50 on signing and $2.50 a month. 

The contracts contain this binding 
clause: 

The preparation and preservation of 
the body for interment. One casket and 
name plate. Chestnut or oak outside 
case. Extra lint* shroud. Door hand. 
Hearse and five coaches. Attendance of 
undertaker at funeral. Opening and fill- 
ing the grave. — New York Sun. 


(’atoll lug a Runaway Car. 

As a freight train was pulling out past 
Sheridan Station, seven miles from Pitts- 
burg, on the Panhandle railroad, a 
heavily loaded car, the last of the train, 
broke loose and started hack on the 
down grade toward Pittsburg. 

The operator at Sheridan telegraphed 
hack over the line all the way to Pitts- 
burg to look out for the runaway car. 
At Ingram station stood an engine ready 
to go out. When the operator there got 
word that a loose car was flying hack 
over the track he notified the engineer 
and fireman of the engine, and they pre- 
pared to pursue the car. Within a few 
minutes the runaway came thundering 
along at the rate of thirty miles an hour 
As soon as it passed the engine started 
after it.

The Newton Centre Improvement As- 
sociation line onterod upon it* fifteenth 
joar of life. It has an honored lineage, 
since it is tho daughter of the “Laurel 
Hill Association,” of Stockbridgo, Massa- 
chusetts, a society that now haB copies of 
itself all over the land from Maino to 
Florida. In Docember, 1878, tho Kev. 
Amos E. Lawrence— who had been an 
officer of that socioty — at a meeting of 
the “Neighbor’s Club,’’ gavo an account 
of the Stockbridge Association, and of 
the beautiful work it had done, trans 
forming a neglootod village into ono of 
the most charming towns of New Eng- 
land, and giving it oven an Kuropoan 
celebiity. In September following 
(1870), mainly through the efforts of Mr. 
Edwin F. Wators, a meeting was called 
at tho house of Mr. Dwight Chestor, 
whore our sooioty was born; and, Mr. 
Chester boing made Treasurer, it at once 
entered upon its work, though it was 
not actually organised by constitution 
and president till tho following March. 

At tho time of the founding of tho As- 
sociation in 1878, tho common around the 
sohoolhouse was barren waste, unsightly, 
nncarod for and a disgrace to tho com- 
munity. Naturally it received tho first 
attention of tho society. It was graded, 
laid out with walks, curbed, planted 
with trees and shrubbery and has be- 
oomo a credit and ornament to tho 
village. Tho contagion of improvement 
was spread by the association to tho 
traots north and south of tho common; 
then the city land north of Lyman street 
was graded and the surroundings of tho 
Engine House was changed from a gravel 
bank to a park, the triangles at the in- 
tersections of stroots were graded and 
turfed, the promenade on the north side 
of the Baptist pond constructed, and 
hundreds of trees set out in spots whore 
they were needed for ornament and 
shade. 

Having thus put the village in order, 
in 1888 the association undertook a work 
far greater than any that it previously 
carried forward, tho securing of a large 
tract of land for a playground in tho 
centre of the village and rescuing the 
samo territory from impending desecra- 
tion by offensive uses of every descrip- 
tion. In two years, with tho assistance 
of the city, which paid about one-third 
of tho cost, aud the generous co-opora- 
tion of tho owners of the land tho whole 
tract of about 18 acres was secured and 
paid for, and will remain forever open, 
destined to become the ornamental 
centre of a beautiful suburb. 

For the acquisition of this territory 
the association raised and expended 
$20,291. In the last two seasons about 
$2,000 has been expended on it by tho 
city and $1,000 by the association, part 
of it for filling, which will show for 
much more later, than at present. A 
splendid ball field of several acres lias 
been thoroughly underdrained with tile 
drains, graded to a dead level and sown 
with grass so that it will be available for 
the first timo next spring. 

The complete development of tho 
ground cannot however be undertaken 
until after the completion of the main 
sewer for Ward 0, whioh passes through 
its centre, but the slope next to Centre 
street can no doubt be graded and put 
in order next summer, aud it is for this 
important improvement that funds are 
now needed. 

Obituary. 

Mr. John N. Allen, who died in New- 
tonville Sunday morning, Dec. 18, will be 
remembered with respect and affection 
by all who know him. He was born in 
Concord, N. H., sixty years ago, of sturdy 
New England aucestory,but has lived the 
larger part of his life in the neighbor- 
hood of Boston, for the last twenty years 
in Newtonville. He was engaged in the 
business of designing, engraving and 
printing, for many years under the firm 
name of J. N. Allen & Berry, though at 
the time of bis death the business was 
wholly his own. Naturally quiet and un- 
obtrusive, Mr. Allen was independent in 
thought and action. He loved the re- 
tirement of his home, but his kindly 
beneficence extended from beyond its 
limits. To the world he was somewhat 
reserved and shy, but beneath hiB un- 
demonstrative manner lay the ready 
sympathy and playfulness of a child. 
He was truthful, honest and industrious, 
intelligently interested iu all good work 
for men. Tho words of esteem which 
now are spoken of him on all sides are 
well deserved. J. W.

Renan's Poverty. 

Contrary to what iR supposed by many, 
M. Ernest Renan left little private for- 
tune to liia family. So much so is this 
the rase that Mme. Renan intends to 
sell the library of her deceas'd husband 
while awaiting the national pension 
which parliament will make no difflcnlty 
in granting her. M. Berthelot, tho life- 
long friend of Rennn, says that tho latter 
left the world almost as poor as he was 
on the day when he quitted Bai nt -Sul pice 
in order to face the struggle for exist- 
ence. Renan had the same disdain for 
money, i>er se, towards the end of his 
career that he had when ho said to the 
imperial minister who offered him a 
lucrative post, “Sit tecum tun pecunia!” 
All ho wanted was sufficient to enable 
him to pnrsne his studies in ease and 
comfort. 

As a professor of tho College of France 
Renan had 10,000 francs, or £400 n year, 
from which ft per cent, was deducted in 
order to form a pension. As director of 
tho establishment he had £80 yearly and 
rooms, £80 also ns feeB for attending 
committees and £00 for attendances at 
tho Institute of France. On tho whole, 
M. Berthelot estimates that Renan’s of- 
ficial emoluments amounted to 15,000, 
francs a year, or £600. He had Bold all 
rights in his literary works to his pub- 
lishers, and had to live for many years 
on what lie earned by writing. These 
“revelations” about M. Renan’s privato 
means are made by M. Berthelot in or- 
der to do away with tho notion that ns 
a writer and a functionary his friend 
had made a large fortune. — Paris Cor.

The Governor of Tennessee. 

Judge Turney, governor of Tennessee, 
though he has been on the supreme bench 
for twenty-two years, is a fanner. Ho 
has a magnificent old typical southern 
home in Franklin county known as 
Wolfs Crag. He is sixty-five years old, 
6 feet 4 inches tall, lias broad shoulders 
and weighs 200 pounds. He wears a full, 
short gray beard. With the exception of 
a slight rheumatic affection he is hale 
and hearty. His rheumatism has caused 
him to abandon deer and fox hunting, of 
which he has been a great lover. At 
Wolf’s Crag he lias his pack of dogs and 
the horses which have carried him on 
many a fox hunt. 

For years he has been noted as the 
best deer shot in the state. Men who 
hnve been with him on the hunt say he 
can bring down a deer running at full 
speed 100 yards distant. He is one of the 
people. All over the state he is known 
as “Old Pete Turney.” It was liis county 
under his leadership which first seceded 
from the Union. Before the state of 
Tennessee had seceded he had organized 
the first Tennessee regiment and gone to 
the front. Though many times offered 
promotion, he declined to leave his regi- 
ment and went tlirough the war as col- 
onel of the First Tennessee. At tfie bat- 
tle of Seven Pines he was shot tlirough 
the face. — New York World. 


Thinning Them Out. 

A new device for plucking strangers 
has been invented by the keeper of a big 
Clark street restaurant. He didn’t want 
to frighten regular customers away by 
raising prices on the bill of fare, and yet 
felt that it was a shame to be behind 
boarding house keepers, saloons and ho- 
tels in overcharging.

Cost *>f the World’s I-'air. 

More money has already been paid 
out in creating the World’s lair than the 
directors thought would be necessary to 
complete it when congress voted to send 
tho exposition to Chicago. Ten million 
dollars was thought to be the limit then. 
Auditor Ackerman’s rcjxirt shows that 
the expenditures to Dec. 1 have been 
$12,460,286.61. The receipts have been 
$ 18 , 229 , 45 i. 9 h. The available balance 
on bund Dec. 1 was $680,068.88, about 
enough to last two weeks at the present 
rate of expenditures, but the souvenir 
coins are coming, and the directors hnve 
nearly $2,000,000 yet in exposition bonds 
from which no capital has been received.

Expellee »r tlio Peary Expedition. 

The total expense of the Peary and the 
Peary relief expeditions was within $25,- 
000, or, approximately, within one-tenth 
of the amount that was involved in tho 
very much less successful British north 
pole expedition of 18*5-6. and barely 
more than one-fortieth of the expense of 
the Austro-IIungarian expedition under 
Payer and Weyprecht of 1878-4. 

The contributions of knowledge ob- 
tained in either one of the departments 
of geography or ethnology alone caji 
rationally be considered to repay the 
moderate outlay of these two expedi- 
tions, a cost considerably below that 
which in modem times is sometimes paid 
for a painting. 

It is interesting to place here by way 
of comparison the cost of previous ex- 
plorations. One of the earliest— that of 
Willoughby — conducted 800 years ago, 
required for its expenditure £6,000; that 
of Moor, in 1746, £10,000; the second 
German north pole expedition was cov- 
ered by an appropiation of 120.000 thalers, 
or £11.000, while the Franklin expedi- 
tion and the various ones sent out to as- 
certain his fate to 1854 cost £833,833, or 
over $4.000,000. — Philadelphia Ledger. 


A Gas Well Heyoiul Control. 

What is undoubtedly the strongest 
natural gas well ever found in the In- 
diana belt is a ronring monster north of 
Muncie, Ind., which cannot be gotten 
under control. A few days since Wal- 
ley & Spellacy, contractors, drilled in a 
well on the Spilker farm. Next day it 
was discovered that the pressure had 
raised to an enormous degree, and it has 
since increased until it has become im- 
possible to anchor the well or do any- 
thing with it. It is impossible to fort ^ 
a sledge humni<i», crowbar or anything 
into the hole, and the gas roars until a 
man’s voice cannot be heard within sev- 
eral hundred yards of the well. The 
earth trembles in a frightful manner. 
A great deal of fright, is entertained as 
to what the result will be. The well is 
estimated at over 10,000,000 feet, and 
the apparatus used to anchor tho mon- 
ster Jumbo well at Fairmonnt is useless. 
Great caution is being used to prevent 
the gas from becoming ignited.— Cor. 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 


A Singular Accident. 

Arthur C. Moreland, who played the 
role of Colonel Risener, the tricky Indi- 
ana politician, in the play of “Blue 
Jeans,” lust season, was on Friday night 
the victim of an accident that may end 
his stage career. When on the road 
Moreland has a companion, Ferry, a hy- 
brid dog which appears in the play. 
After the third act of “Blue Jeans” at 
the National theater in Washington, 
Moreland picked up and fondled the 
mongrel. Perry’s face was side by Bide 
with the actor’s. The sawdust used in 
the mill scene was lieing swept up at the 
time. It caused the dog to Hiieeze, and 
his teeth came in contact with More- 
land’s left eye, destroying the sight. Yes- 
terday morning the eye had swollen to 
twice its normal size, and Actor Moie- 
land is now confined in a darkened room, 
with the prospect of losing the sight of 
the other eye.

THE CLOSING YEAR. 

With the presout week the Mayor and 
roost of the officials who have conducted 
efity affairs for the past, two years go out 
of office, and we shall see in their places 
a new Mayor, an entirely new board of 
aldermen, which is something unknown 
before in this conservative city, and a 
•Common Council in which the new mem- 
bers are in a great majority. 

As for Mayor Hibbaid, there seoms to 
be but one opinion of his administration, 
And the people will see him leave the 
Mayor’s chair with regret, as he is re- 
garded as the best Mayor Newton has 
had. Immediately on assuming office he 
placed everything on a business footing, 
And convinced all under him that he in- 
tended to be the Mayor in fact as well as 
iu name, and this policy he has continued. 
The introduction of sewerage made his 
■duties very onerous, and the business 
like way in which he looked after every 
department of city work has taken a 
great deal of time, and also lias saved the 
•city many thousands of dollars. This 
has been true to an even greater extent 
than the people realize, aud he leaves 
«verything in good shape for his success- 
or. The people expect a good deal from 
Mayor Fenno, and if he conducts city af- 
fairs in the same efficient way that has 
prevailed the past two years, every one 
will be satisfied. 

Of the retiring board of aldermau, 
election is now over, and it is not fitting 
to say auything but good of the defunct. 
They have beeu a hard-working body of 
men, and have given a great deal of time 
to their duties. In this respect they are 
worthy of unqualified praise. Aldermau 
Harbach, the president, has given more 
time than any other member, aud iu his 
own way has worked hard. As chairman 
of the sewer committee the past two 
years, he lias had the most important 
position in the board and one that took a 
great deal of time aud labor. His record 
was so fully discussed in the city election 
•that there is no need to add anything 
were. 

The other member who will be most 
missed at the sessions of the board is 
.Aldermau Hyde, whose wit aud good 
humor always served to keep the mem- 
bers awake iu the most prolonged ses- 
sions and who always had something 
pertinent to say on every occasion. He 
has beeu a very persistent worker, as the 
many additions to the city buildings 
under his chairmanship will attest. 

Aldermau Wilson has been of great 
assistance to the city as chairman of the 
iDnance committee, where hit, business 
experience wan invaluable, and he lias 
obtained loans at low rates aud in the 
stringency caused by the great ex- 
penditure for sewers lias always been 
Able to provide ways aud means. 

Aldermau Coffin as chairman of the 
highway committee has looked carefully 
alter the streets, afid has devoted more 
time to the city than any other member, 
next to Alderman Ilarbacli. The tear- 
ing up of streets for sewers and the 
getting them into sh jpe again, aud the 
great amount of repairs made necessary, 
have made his position a very laborious 
one. 

Aldermau Sprague has made a very 
efficient chairman of the fire department, 

difficult position, as the unforeseen ex- 
penses are always greater than the ap- 
propriation, and it takes the most care- 
ful man a emeut to get through the year 
in any kind of shape, and in this respect 
Alderman Sprague has succeeded as well 
rts his predecessors. 

What might be called the opposition 
the board has beeu composed of 
Aldermen Sheppard aud Churchill, with 
< rccasioual assistance from other ruem- 
Tbers. Both declined to serve again or 

• hey would have been sure of a re-elec- 
ion. Alderman Sheppard made a very 

aggravating opponent, us lie ucver would 
iackuowledge himself beateii aud lias 
<!>fteu carried his point by shrewd per- 
sistence. Many times, when the majoiity 
.u the board were chuckling over his 
Viacom lit ure, he was quietly at work aud 
(preparing the way for victory, as in the 
i sewerage legislation which was passed 
!>y the last legislature, and which came 

• jut such a disagreeable surprise to 
Alderman Harbach. Although bolong- 

; ng to such a small minority. Mr. Bhep- 
tpard had a remarkable faculty of “getting 
here.” Aldermau Churchill was always 
be depended on, aud did much valua- 
ble work iu assisting Mr. Sheppard aud 
Lais special department of street lights 
was very carefully and efficiently man- 
aged. 

As disinterested spectators of the open 


sessions the newspaper men will regret 
the dissolution of the presont board, as 
the proceedings have seldom failod to 
furnish entertainment, and mako inter- 
esting rending for the papers. Tho most 
fun is said to havo occurred at the “ex 
ecutive sessions” of which this board 
has been fonder than any of their pre- 
decessors, although there is a tradition 
that it is not constitutional to hold an ex- 
ecutive session for any other purposo 
than to discusa nominations. Whethor 
this is true or not, tho present board 
have held executive sessions on every 
concoivablc occasion, and nothing pleased 
Alderman Harbach so much as to gel 
the reporters out of tho room by moving 
to go into executive session. But as has 
been tho caso with the secret sessions of 
the IT. S. Senate, it was nover difficult to 
find out what was done. The board of 
mayor and aldermen of 1802 will soon bo 
only a memory, but its record will al- 
ways stand out as a remarkable ono. 

Of tho Common Council there is not 
much to say, and its history is not a 
striking one. It lias not taken a very 
prominent part in legislation and could 
usually be depended on to concur with 
the majority of the aldormon. In former 
years the Common Council used to be a 
distinct power in the oity government, 
hut the past year there has been too 
much harmony for that and its record 
presents but few notable features. 


CHURCH NEWS. 

Many of the Newton churches realize 
that the local newspaper is a very effec- 
tive aid in Church work, and take pains 
to appoint some person to send to the 
Gkaphic announcements of their meet- 
ings, programs of their Sunday music 
and other matters about which thoy 
wish tho public to be informed. It serves 
to keep tbe church in tho minds of the 
public aud is a great help in keeping up 
the interest. The Gkaphic is always 
ready to print items of church news and 
devotes every week a largo portion of its 
space to such matters, aud would gladly 
print more of such items than it does. 
There are many churches which do not 
avail themselves of this liolp, chiefly be- 
cause there is no one appointed to have 
charge of it, and what is everybody’s 
business is never attended to. Their 
members complain that their churches 
are never noticed, and think the papers 
are partial, while the truth is, the 
Graphic is always glad to print news 
items, and those churches which are 
noticed are those which have some oue 
either appointed or interested enough in 
his church, to see that any itoms of 
interest are sent for publication. It is 
not a question of expeuse as the items 
are published free, and probably every 
church has some one who would be glad 
to help by taking the work in charge. 

The items should be sent in as early as 
possible iu the week, and duly authenti- 
cated by attaching the sender’s name, 
and there is no church but would be 
benefited by seeing that the necessary 
information is supplied. There is proba- 
bly no church in the city but would like a 
large congregation on Sunday, and as 
many people wait to see the paporsb e- 
fore making up their mind where to at- 
tend, it is easy to see why some churches 
always attract strangers, and secure 
many regular attendants from the new- 
comers in Newton. If a noted preacher 
! is comiug, or music of special excellence 
' is to be given, or sei vices of unusual 
; interest are to be held, the way to get 
people out is to annouuce it in tbe papers. 


Mit. Geo. S. Bullens, as treasurer of 
! the Cottage Hospital, has secured tho 
sum of $2,000 from the estate of the late 
Thomas Nickerson. Lest any should 
j think tbe Hospital is uow fully supplied 
with money, it might be stated that 
there so many pressing needs the Trus- 
tees will be embarassed what to do 
first. In the men’s ward, for instance, 
there are 10 patients and only 11 beds, 
and an enlargement is a necessity. Tho 
dining room and kitchen are also much 
too small for the needs of the Hospital, 
and there are several other pressing 
wauts which should be attended to.

NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 


THE LAST MEETING OF THK YEAR 1802. 

The concluding meeting of tho Newton 
school hoard for tho presont year was 
held Wednesday evening. Chairman 
Amos E. Lawrence presided and Mossrs. 
Bond, Ober, Brackett, IIornbrooke,Drow, 
Travis, Hall, Mrs. Davis and Mrs. Mar- 
tin wore presont. 

Superintendent Aldrich made his re- 
port. A verbal contract had been mado 
! by him with Mr. H. A. Spear to convoy 
I tho pupils of tho Oak Hill sohool as 
I agroed upon by tho board. This oon- 
i tract had to bo broken and tho superin- 
tendent received a bill for breach of con- 
tract for $200 from Mr. Spear. This had 
boon modified to $100. A change from 
$12 to $15 per month was recommended 
for tho janitors of tho Lincoln and 
Waban schools, which had boon changed 
from one to two room housos, increase 
to date from Jan. 1, ’03. 

The report was accepted and placed on 
file. 

Mr. Drew moved a reference of tho 
| question of changing janitors’ salaries to 
the tinauce committee, which wns ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Bond presented an order transfor- 
ing, from the general appropriation $70, 
from conveyance of pupils, $32, from 
evening schools, $05, to the appropriation 
for incidentals. 

The report of tho flnauce committee 
for tho presont mouth was accepted and 
an order introduced raising the salaries 
of the janitors of tho Waban and Lincoln 
schools trom $12 to $15 per month, dat- 
ing from Jan. 1, ’93. 

An order appropriating $11,050.74 for 
expenses of tbe current month was 
adopted. 

The annual report of tho secretary was 
submitted, showing au expenditure dur- 
ing the year for school incidentals, $12,- 
690.G2;for oveniug schools, $034.43; for 
general expenses, $118,078.57; for con- 
veyance of pupils, $43. The dog tax 
yielded $2,048.98; general appropriation 
tor 1892, $129,000; balance unexpended, 
$2.30, 

Tho report was accepted. 

Mr, Ober presented an order that the 
report of tho secretary bo printed with 
the annual report of tho committee, 
which was voted. 

An order for tho printing of 3500 
copies of tho annual report of tho school 
board was passed. 

FIFTEEN YEARS OF SERVICE. 

Chairman Amos E. Lawrence wished 
to say a word at this his last meeting as 
a member of the school board, after a 
service in that body of 15 years. Ho 
called attention to one department of our 
schools which had proved a most import- 
ant feature in preserving the health and 
happiness of the scholars, that, of physi- 
cal culture, The teaching of the Linn 
system of gymnasium in the grammar 
and primary schools was first broached 
in March. 1890, and was at first looked 
upon with a great doal of misgiving by 
the oldeBt and best informed members 
of the board, who feared its utility was 
doubtful. But after mature considera- 
tion and discussion it was adopted, and 
Miss Jennie E. Ireson was appointed to 
this additional branch of physical cul- 
ture. She bad proved her success in the 
High school hut there was less certainty 
in the success of its adoptiou in tho 
lower branches. 

That doubt was long ago dissipated 
and the system adopted has proved high- 
ly efficient and successful. To Miss Ire- 
son is this success due and she lias won 
by her tact and ability, the regard of 
parents, the respect and approbation of 
this board, and tbe warm esteem of the 
teachers who for a time were her volun- 
tary pupils. The Linn system has been 
tried in many schools, aud not all have 
been successful, therefore the more is 
due Miss Ireson in making such a signal 
success of tho method in our schools. 
She has received enquiries from other 
places if the system was not very tedius 
and troublesome, and made a canvass at 
one time to answer intelligently these 
queries. Out of 4500 pupils 9 were ex 
c used from tho exercise, two because of 
heart disease, three who used crutches, 
and the remaining four lor equally good 
reasons. It is a surprising result. The 
speaker’s interest in this matter had 
deepened from the first from the effect 
noticed in his own family, and he earnest- 
ly advocated its future continuance. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Drew presented the following reso- 
lution, which was uuauimously adopted 
by a rising vote: “Wo, Lbe sohool com- 
mittee of the City of Newton, desire to 
place upon record our sincere regret that 
the Rev. Amos E. Lawrence, IJ. L>., will 
no longer meet with us as a member of 
this board. We hereby record our hearty 
appreciation of his courtesy as chairman 
and his zeal as a fellow inembet upoii 
this committee and recall the impartiali- 
ty aud opeunoss of mind with which he 
has met and weighed all questions that 
have come before us.” 

Mr. Bond presented resolutions of re- 
gret at the retirement from the board 
after long seryice, of Mr. Albert B. Put- 
ney, which were adopted. 

The board then adjourned.

The Largest Monolith. 

The enormous pillar of stone that will 
ho the wonder of thousands upon thou- 
sands of people who will visit the World’s 
fair was broken from its bed at the 
Houghton quarry, Ashland, Wis., amid 
tho cheers of the throng who visited the 
quarry to witness tho breaking of the 
monster. Tho stone had been sawed at 
each end and side, and hut tho bottom 
remained to be broken from the bed of 
which it was a part. On the bottom 
wedges to the number of about 200 on 
each side had been entered and only the 
signal to drive them farther remained. 

At 11. o’clock Frederick Prentice, ‘o- 
nor of the monolith, from a place on he 
rock gave tho signal to drive the wedges, 
and fifty workmen began at the lower 
end to drive them. Then, like clock- 
work, the fifty mauls of the men rose and 
fell ns they moved from tho base to the 
apex of the stone stop by step. Slowly 
a crevice appeared at the lower end of 
the stone, which, with each succeeding 
blow becamo larger and larger, until the 
stone lay broken from tho mass of which 
it had been a portion. Tho huge stone 
lies at the bottom of the quarry, and 
weighs in its present state 000 tons, but 
when dressed down will weigh about 420 
tons.-— Cor. St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


A Few Points on lloston.

An Klectric Sleigh. 

Mr. C. J. Schminskey has applied for 
a patent on an electric sleigh. Stored 
electricity concealed beneath the seat of 
the sleigh furnishes the power which is 
to‘ propel the vehicle. This power is 
transmitted to a single wheel in front of 
the sleigh by means of an endless chain. 
The face of the wheel is furnished with 
cutters, which imbed themselves in the 
snow and prevent the wheel from slip- 
ping. Mr. Schminskey says that a speed 
of twelve or fifteen miles an hour can be 
attained by his motor. A lever to con- 
trol tho steering gear and another lever 
to regulate tho speed of the sleigh are 
placed near the occupant’s seat in the 
sleigh.— Baltimore Sun. 

Democratic New York City. 

For the first time in tho history of 
politics New York city will be repre- 
sented by a solid delegation of Demo- 
crats in congress, the state senate, the 
assembly and hoard of aldermen. Why, 
even the veteran Colonel Thomas Dun- 
lap, who voted for Andrew Jackson, can- 
not remember when such a thing ever 
happened.

Tlic DlflU-ulty «f Hemming u Hiiteliinuii. 

The second chamber of the Dutch 
legislature has passed a bill which will 
make it more difficult for a foreigner to 
become a Dutchman. Naturalization 
will no longer be a personal matter, but 
will concern tho entire family, who will, 
however, only receive acknowledgment 
us Dutch in the second generation after 
the settlement.

Municipal Nominations. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In my article on “Municipal Nomina- 
tions” printed in the Graphic of Dec. 
23d, I omitted a second plan which I hid 
prepared for electing delegates to the 
nominating convention. 

The first plan contemplated tbe elec- 
tion of delegates for a term of years. 

Recognizing that long term offices are 
not universally popular, and to a certain 
extent I share in that feeling, believing 
that the government and the people 
should be closely allied, iu order to 
secure the best government, and further, 
that iu overturning an established cus- 
tom, possibly annual elections might 
obtain greater favor, 1 prepared a second 
plan for electing all delegates to the 
convention annually. What we need is 
a permanent convention with ample 
time given the delegates iu which to be- 
come acquainted with each other, and 
with the work they are to perform. 

If each mass caucus will meet in 
November after the candidates for muni- 
cipal offices have been nominated, aud 
will theu uomiuate candidates to serve 
as delegates in tho convention for one 
year from tlie first of January next suc- 
ceeding, aud the voters in their respective 
wards elect their delegates at the city 
election in December, the desired end 
may bo accomplished, and ample time 
given the delegates to prepare for the 
work for which they have been chosen. 
Tbe convention organizing Jao. 1st, will 
elect its officers including a secretary, 
who shall hold office until his successor 
has been chosen by tbe succeeding dele- 
gation, and thus insure a permanent con- 
vention, tfce members of which can hold 
as many meetings during the year for 
conference as they may desire. 

Such a convention ought to make only 
wise nominations, but if they fail, the 
poople have tho power annually, not only 
to correct their failure by independent 
nominations aud elections, but also to 
elect new delegates for the succeeding 
year to fill their places.

Only those who know how hard it is to 
produce a high degree of beauty on a 
vast scalo and in complicated wavs will 
fully appreciate what they see at Chica- 
go. They, and only they, will fully un- 
derstand that they are Iteholding one of 
the most beautiful of sights, and, consid 
ering its genesis, distinctly the most 
wonderful sight, in the world— a sight 
the character of which, I am not afraid 
to say, has not been paralleled since the 
Rome of the emperors stood intact, with 
marble palace, statue, terrace, bridge 
and temple, under an Italian sky no 
blner than our own. — Mrs. Van Rens- 
selaer in Forum. 


A llulloon for the Kaiser. 

The sum of 50,000 marks (£0,000) which 
the German emperor has just presen tod 
to the German Society for the Promotion 
of Aerial Navigation for the advance- 
ment of this science is to be devoted to 
the construction and equipment of a 
giant balloon. This balloon will bo as 
high as a four storied house, will bo fifty- 
six feet in diameter and it will contain 
no less than 2,530 cubic meters of gas. 
It will be made of Egyptian cotton stuff, 
and will be coated with vulcanized gum, 
which is considered better than varnish. 

A rather interesting feature of the bal- 
loon will be the provision of a special 
valve of a new’ kind, which will keep the 
gas pure for a longer time, and therefore 
sustain the balloon for a longer period. 
It is proposed to make within a year no 
less than fifty journeys with the bal- 
loon and to ascend as high as possible, 
up to 33,000 feet if necessary, with arti- 
ficial respiration. Over £400 will be ex- 
pended in purchasing scientific apparatus 
•for this balloon. Experiments will, if 
possible, be simultaneously made with 
two other balloons to further investi- 
gate the physical conditions of the at- 
mosphere. — Pall Mall Budget. 

The Queen’* Statuary at Balmoral. 

Her majesty proposes to place a statue 
of the Emperor Frederick in the grounds 
of Balmoral, which are crammed with 
memorials of the queen’s deceased rela- 
tives and friends, while every hilltop in 
the neighborhood bears a cairn. There 
are only three statues — one the prince 
consort, by Theed (representing him in 
highland dress); the jubilee statue of 
the queen, which was presented to her 
by her Scottish tenantry and servants; 
and a statue of John Brown, by Boehm, 
which occupies a conspicuous positiou 
on a wooded bank near the garden. 
Princess Alice is commemorated by a 
Celtic cross of granite, and the Duke of 
Albany by a seat of polished granite. 
The memory of Sir Thomas Biddulph in 
recalled by a granite fountain. The 
bronze statue of the prince consort in 
the grounds is an exact copy of his white 
marble statue in the corridor of the cas- 
tle. — London Star. 


Bad Tor the Doctor*. 

‘•No. sir." said a prominent physician 
recently; *Tm not getting anything like 
the amount of work that 1 ought to have 
at this time of year. Bless me, I had 
only one new case all of last week. The 
reason? Why, cholera, of course. The 
big cities are in lietter condition now 
than they have l>ecn in years — probably 
better than they ever were. Old cess- 
pools and vaults have been closed up, 
sewers cleaned, cellars dried and white- 
washed and plumbing overhauled, and 
that has knocked out the usu^l crop of 
diphtheria and typhoid disorders. Then, 
people became more careful in their eat- 
ing and living than they had l>een before 
the Noruiamiia got in, and the result of 
it all is tlia*. they have stopped getting ill 
and sending for physicians. The cholera 
was a splendid thing for tin* cities, but I 
tell you it has lieen rough on us doctors!" 
— New York Recorder. 

Itu) mg and Selling a liliml Man. 

A queer business transaction has just 
come to light iu Paris. A man was ar 
rested for buying a blind man. It seems 
that the first owner of the blind man w- 
cured him from an asylum and used to 
lead him along iu front of the cafes to 
beg. The venture was not a financial 
success, so he sold his blind man to an- 
other speculator, who was soon disgust- 
ed. The uutortunate man was deserted 
on the str«*ets by his purchaser, and in 
that way I he pdice became acquainted 
with the peculiar transaction. — Ex- 
change. 

Tl**» liurw Objected. 

Luther Springer, of Hancock, Me., 
owns a horse, whose days of usefulness 
being over, he hired a man to kill. The 
man taking an axe started to lead the 
horse into the woods, but after going 
some distance the animal suddenly at- 
tacked the would bo slayer and throw 
ing him down trampled upon him and 
injured him so badly that it is feared he 
will not recover. At hist accounts the 
horses prosjiects of living were much 
better than the mans.— Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Elwlrlr Rout* and Snowfalls. 

When many of our electric railway 
managers were boys it was just about 
this time of year that they got down 
from the attic or pp from the cellar or 
out from the woodshed their old “double 
runners." and polished and oiled them 
up in anticipation of many coasts down 
the icy hillside roads. They are doing 
pretty much the same thing now. except 
that the “double runners" have developed 
into electric railway snow plows, whose 
function is to sj>oil coasting rather than 
♦o facilitate it. These machines are of ! 
Very recent origin, and are still in many i 
ways experimental devices. 

Plows and sweepers have both been 
used to displace the snow from electric 
railroad tracks. It lias been thought by 
some companies that the sweeper does 
its work too thoroughly, as it cleans off 
all the snow, leaving only the bare 
ground for the use of other vehicles on 
runners. This causes delays to the elec- 
tric cars and interferes with their prompt 
operation. Croshv and Bell state in their 
book on the electric railway that “it is 
best to leave an inch or two of snow on 
the track when cleared by plows. Un- 
less the snow is very much compacted, 
or has become a sort of frozen slush, it is 
then possible to obtain fair contact be- 
tween wheel and rail, thus keeping up 
the car service.** 

The proper function of the snow plow 
is its constant nse in keeping tho snow 
on the tracks from packing and freezing. 
Its principal use is in the city streets. 
Where the road runs out into the coun- 
try, or where the snows are light, the 
sweeper service will probably prove 
equally desirable. On many roads a 
combined plow and sweeper service will 
be found best of all. — Electrical Review. 


He Found One Man. 

Captain John Miller tells a good story 
about himself fn connection with his trip 
to the Chicago convention. While en 
route he thought he would feel the pub- 
lic pulse along the road, so at the vari- 
ous stopping places he got out on the 
rear platform and made short speeches 
in favor of Senator Hill. The name of 
Hill did not arouse the slightest enthu- 
siasm, greatly to the sur] rise of Captain 
Miller, who before leaving Washington 
had an idea that the Democrats of the 
country were hungry for Hill’s nomina- 
tion. Not a hand was clapped in re- 
sponse to Captain Miller’s eloquence un- 
til the train reached a little town out in 
Ohio.

A Serpent of the Sea. 

Chancellor Rand, of McMaster univer- 
sity, received by express a box which, 
when opened, was found to contain a 
snake some nine feet long, of slender 
build aud of a dull mud color.
